HEARING ON PROPOSED CHANGE 
IN ZONING CLASSIFICATION 


January 9, 1950, at 7:30 o’clock, being 
the time set as the time for holding a 
hearing on the proposed changes in the 
Classifications as provided for in the Zon- 
ing Ordinance, which was passed by the 
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City Council on August 31, 1942, said pro- 
posed amendment being as follows. 


That the property described as: 


Property owned by Clare Colegrove 
at 2338 N. Grand River Avenue (that 
portion of Lot 8, James Turner’s Sub., 
between a line 250 ft., 5% in. north 
of, and parallel to N. Grand River 
Ave., and that part of this property 
now rezoned “I”? Heavy Industrial 
District). Deed for a strip 40 feet 
wide, 200 feet north of and parallel to 
N. Grand River Avenue across this 
property is on file. 


to be rezoned from ‘‘A”’ One-family Resi- 
dential District to ‘“H’’ Light Industrial 
District. 


“The Mayor announced that if there was 
anyone present who had any suggestions 
or objections to make to the proposed 
amendment to. the Classifications provided 
for in the Zoning Ordinance, he had the 
privilege of speaking at this time. 


No objections were made to the proposed 
amendment. 


MAYOR’S MESSAGE—1950 


During the past year our City depart- 
ments experienced one of its greatest, if 
not the greatest, over-all public works 
program. Under the direction of the De- 
partment of Public Service, the program 
of street widening was continued. Penn- 
sylvania Avenue and South Washington 
being the major city projects. Two blocks 
on W. Grand River Avenue were repaved 
and widened in cooperation with the Mich- 
igan State Highway Department. 


Pennsylvania Avenue widening should be 
continued, including the bridge over the 
Red Cedar River. 


Resurfacing of old pavement has pro- 
longed the life of many of our streets. S. 
Washington from the Grand Trunk Rail- 
road to one block south of Mt. Hope Ave- 
nue was completed during the past year. 
Three blocks on W. Grand River Avenue 
and one block on Seymour and three blocks 
on Grand Avenue were resurfaced. 


There is a very definite need for contin- 
uing and enlarging this program. 


Two new parking lots were graded and 
paved in 1949. One lot remains to be im- 
proved on South Grand Avenue. 


The usual program of black topping 
streets, on which curb and gutter has been 
constructed, was continued. Over 4.4 miles 
of streets were surfaced in 1949. A like 
program should be planned for 1950. 


The first major contract for enlarging 
the sewage disposal plant was let early 
in 1949 and now is nearly completed. Two 
smaller contracts for equipment were 
awarded and shipments of many items have 


been received. This improvement program 
is being pressed with bids being taken on 
February 6th for the second phase of the 
program. Approximately one million 
dollars was expended on this project in 
1949 and this amount may be exceeded in 
1950. 


Construction of relief sewers is a never- 
ending program. During 1949 the Weinman 
Creek Relief Sewer was extended to the 
intersection of Westmoreland and Ionia 
Streets. The East Side Relief sewer was 
extended north to Grand River Avenue, 
and work is continuing as weather permits 
and should be completed by next spring. 
Many smaller relief sewers were completed 
last year, eliminating damage and incon- 
venience caused by flooded sewers. This 
work, though expensive, is very necessary 
and should be continued. Approximately 
$250,000.00 was expended in 1949. 


Storm water pumps were purchased and 
flood gates were installed at the outlets 
of two storm sewers in the dike along the 
Red Cedar River. Nearly $50,000.00 was 
expended in a cooperative effort with Lan- 
sing Township to eliminate some of the 
dangers of flooding. 


A new retaining wall was constructed 
on S. Washington Avenue on land given 
to the City by Mrs. Richard Scott. This 
made possible the widening of Washington 
Avenue. from Main Street to the Grand 
River. This was a very necessary and 
long-awaited project. 


The annexation of the Everett and West- 
chester areas has brought us face to face 
with numerous problems somewhat differ- 
ent from those with which we are normally 
faced. The Landel Metropolitan District 
furnishes sanitary sewer and water service 
to the majority of the annexed area but 


all surface drainage is thru county drains. 


Necessary storm drainage must be pro- 
vided. This should be done as _ special 
assessment projects as necessary. 


The unplatted area lying south of Mt. 
Hope Avenue and west of Pattengill Ave. 
is not served by sewer or water and at 
least three different development companies 
are asking that this service be provided. 
Since all of the annexed area is within 
the boundaries of the Lande] Metropolitan 
District it is important that a legal] deter- 
mination be made concerning jurisdiction 
in this area. If the City is within its legal 
rights in furnishing sewer service, then 
funds should be provided for construction 
of the necessary trunk and lateral sewers. 


Nearly 30 miles of streets having been 
added by annexation creates an extra 
problem of maintenance and improvement. 
These streets should be improved on peti- 
tion of owners as has been the practice 
in the older sections of the City. Main- 
tenance of these streets imposes additional 
expense which will be reflected in our 
budget requests this spring. 


The Main Street bridge and the reloca- 
tion of Cedar Street has progressed very 
well during the past year. This first 
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phase of the Cedar Street improvement 
project will be completed this summer. 
Additional funds should be provided for 
an early start on the grade separation over 
the Grand Trunk Railroad and the new 
bridge over the Red Cedar River. Then 
the remaining section of Cedar Street from 
Mt. Hope Avenue north should be com- 
pleted. This program should be pushed for 
completion in 1951. 


Mt. Hope Avenue from Washington to 
Cedar Street should be placed on the pro- 
gram of street widening and repairing. 
This is a major project and will require 
the acquisition of additional right-of-way. 
This project must be programmed so as 
not to interfere with the Cedar Street im- 
provement. 


The Police and Fire Departments made 
substantial gains in personnel and equip- 
ment during the past year. Additions to 
the Fire Alarm Telegraph building was 
completed and equipped and the New Cen- 
tral Fire Station was completed. 


The Department covering parks and 
recreation have also had a busy year. 


The Park Department has taken advan- 
tage of the large amount of excavating 
which has been going on in the down-town 
section where several major building pro- 
grams are in progress. Using the fill dirt 
available the fill and grading of Hunter 
Park at East Kalamazoo and Holmes Street 
has been nearly completed and with the 
City’s acquisition of the woodland on the 
south boundary of the property an excellent 
neighborhood park can be made. A ball 
field will be made available at this location 
this coming summer. 


A heavy fill was made on the muck land 
at Sycamore Ball Field and the fill re- 
graded to provide ice skating for the winter 
and a standard ball field in the late spring. 
The Boards request for a comfort station 
and skating pavilion to replace the 30-year- 
old stand at this location should be given 
careful consideration in the 1950 budget. 


The park along West St. Joseph Street 
at the Belt Line has also had a heavy 
fill on the St. Joseph street frontage and 
a new baseball field completed, a soft ball 
field graded for use next season and the 
base laid for six tennis courts on the north 
end of the park adjacent to Sexton High 
School. 


The Park Board and employees are very 
appreciative of the new Service Building 
on East Shiawassee Street adjacent to Oak 
Park which was put into service late this 
year and provides a modern shop, garage 
and storage equipment building with facili- 
ties for the use of park and forestry em- 
ployees. 


By purchase and exchange of properties, 
the Park Board has now acquired the full 
block of land at North Capitol Avenue and 
Reasoner Street adjacent to Reasoner Park 
which has been rough graded for a new 
ball field to serve the youngsters in this 
area, 
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The new drain into the South Washing- 
ton Avenue park has been installed and 
with it the means of draining this 40-acre 


park property and allowing future develop- 
ment. 


The Board has completed the revetment 
work along the bend of the Cedar River 
just south and east of Municipal Ball field 
using curb and gutter which was removed 
from the Pennsylvania Avenue widening 
job to build the wall. 


Hull Court playground for small children 
was opened, Stabler Park playground 
equipped, and additional lighting equip- 
mi installed at Elm Street and Ranney 

arks. 


The Water and Electric Department have 
made substantial additions to the water 
conditioning plant, which will provide 
ample facilities for water treatment for 
many years. 


At the Ottawa Street Power Plant, in- 
stallation of one new 25 thousand kilo-watt 
generator has been made. This will in- 
crease the reliability of our electric service 
and properly care for the growing electric 
load which is now at an all time high. 


; Additional water feeder mains have been 
installed which will improve the water 
pressure and supply. 


A sub-station was constructed on Mag- 
nolia Avenue, which will relieve the load 
on the downtown sub-station. 


t Approximately three miles of boulevard 
lighting was installed. 


At the present time we have $400,000.00 
in the Building Fund reserve; $597,000.00 
in the unallocated Post War reserve, and 
approximately $70,000 in the Auditorium 
Land Purchase account. 


In addition to these funds the Water and 
Light Department has placed to our credit 
$1,676,000.00. 


I would recommend that we complete 
the purchase of property for the Civic 
Center site, so we would be prepared to 
proceed with the auditorium section of the 
center if conditions would warrant this 
being done. 


It will be necessary during this year 
to re-align our ward boundaries to give 
more equal aldermanic representation to 
the several wards. 


New voting precincts will be needed and 
more voting machines will be needed. 


It is quite possible that the 1950 census 
will place Lansing in the 100,000 popu- 
lation class. This will make it possible 
for our City to receive from the State a 
more equitable share of tax returns. I 
anticipate this year to be another active 
and prosperous one, and the demand for 
public service to continue to expand. 


As Lansing continues with its steady 
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and orderly. growth each of us can be 
pleased to have a part, however small, 
in its progress. 

I want to thank the Council members 
for their good support and co-operation 
during the past year, and I also wish 
to thank those who have given much of 
their time and effort working on _ the 
several City Boards and Commissions.

Gentlemen: 


To the average motorist, the traffic con- 
gestion in our central business area appears 
to increase from month to month. Based 
on traffic counts taken by the Traffic 
Commission as well as the published facts 
of the automotive industry that millions 
of new automobiles are being produced, 
it is quite easy to determine that more 
and more traffic, of necessity, passes thru 
our central business district. During the 
normal hours of the day traffic moves quite 
freely. However, there is no secret about 
the congestion which occurs during the 
peak traffic hours both morning and after- 
noon. 


Several studies are being made by the 
Traffic Commission to give some relief to 
the above situation. However, the expéndi- 
ture of thousands of dollars would be re- 
quired to accomplish some of the necessary 
changes. For some time the commission 
has considered a change which could be 
made without the expenditure of too much 
money and which, if approved by your 
body, would not only provide a smoother 
flow of traffic out of the central business 
area, but should eliminate the more than 
100 property damage accidents which occur 
in this particular area each year due to 
cars having to back out into heavy traffic. 


At a meeting of the Traffic Commission 
held on Friday, January 6th, a resolution 
was adopted recommending to the City 
Council that they amend the Traffic Ordi- 
nance whereby parallel parking would be 
required on Michigan Avenue between 
Capitol Avenue and Mil] Street. A change 
in this type of parking could be accomp- 
lished by removal of every other meter 
post which would permit a 20 foot parallel 
parking space at the curb. The commission 
makes this recommendation at this time 
because off-street parking facilities have 
been provided for in the 400 block of 
East Michigan Avenue to take care of 
those cars requiring additional parking 
spaces because of the reduced amount of 
spaces available at the curb due to the 
change in the type of parking recommend- 
ed. The commission does not feel that a 
change in the type of parking would in 
any way result in a loss in business on 
East Michigan Avenue and as previously 
stated would provide a smoother flow of 
traffic as well as an economical savings 
from a decrease in property damage acci- 
dents as mentioned.

Gentlemen 


At the meeting of the City Council, held 
on Monday, January 23rd, there was re- 
ferred to you and to the City Attorney 
the problem of determining whether the 
Lansing City Plumbing Inspector has a 
legal right to grant a license or permit 
for the doing of plumbing work in the City 
of Lansing by a man who is an owner 
of property in the city and proposes to 
personally install plumbing in such prop- 
erty owned by him, but which property 
is not his own residence. 


In the administration of the granting 
of plumbing permits, and the making of 
inspections thereunder, the Lansing City 
Plumbing Inspector is bound by the pro- 
visions of State Law and the legal ‘rules 
and regulations of the State Plumbing 
Board which have been adopted there- 
under. 


There are two provisions of State Law 
which govern the city and its officers, 
relative to the question presented. These 
are, The State Housing Law, being Act 
No. 167 of the Public Acts of 1917, and 
the State Plumbing Act, being Act No. 
266, of the Public Acts of 1929. Section 37 
of the first of these acts require that, 
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‘All plumbing work shall be done in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of the 
State Plumbing Code.”’ 


The second of these acts defines plumb- 
ing, creates the State Plumbing Board, 
and provides for the licensing of plumbers. 
The acts which the person applying for a 
permit in this instance, proposes to do, 
clearly comes within the definition of 
plumbing as set forth in Section 1 of the 
State Plumbing Act. 


Since the law requires all plumbing work 
to be done in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the State Plumbing Code, 
and since the State Plumbing Code re- 
quires a permit to be secured by each 
person proposing to do plumbing work, 
and provides the procedure for obtaining 
such permits and specifies the persons to 
whom such permits may be granted, the 
Lansing City Plumbing Inspector, and 
other officers of the city, having authority 
to grant permits to do plumbing are bound 
by the requirements of that code. 


Section 38 of the State Plumbing Code 
requires that a permit be procured by any 
person proposing to do the type of work 
constituting the basis of the problem be- 
fore the Committee. Section 140. of the 
State Plumbing Code requires that, ‘‘Per- 
mits for all plumbing work shall be issued 
only in the name of a person who is a 
regularly licensed master plumber.” Sec- 
tion 141 of the State Plumbing Code makes 
an exception to the requirements set forth 
in Section 140 to the extent that, “Nothing 
herein contained shall prohibit any bona 
fide owner from personally installing in his 
own residence,’’ provided that such owner 
complies with further requirements set 
forth in that Section, relative to applica- 
tion for permits, payment of fees, inspec- 
tions of work, and approval by the Plumbt 
ing Inspector. 


Clearly, the person applying for a per- 
mit in this case, according to his own 
statements, does not propose to install 
plumbing in his own residence. Clearly, 
according to his own statements he is not 
regularly a licensed master plumber. 
Therefore, under the State Statutes, as 
they now stand, and under the State 
Plumbing Code, by which the Plumbing 
Inspector, and other officers of the city 
are bound, the city can grant no permit 
to do nlumbing work to this applicant. 


Trusting that the foregoing will give 
you the information required for full con- 
sideration and final disposition by your 
Committee, and by the City Council, I

pounds. 


When two (2) axles are spaced less tha 
three and one-half (344) feet apart, th 
combined weight thereof, shall not excee 
the maximum weights as specified for 
single axle spaced nine (9) feet or mo} 
apart. 
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In no case shall the maximum wheel load 
permissible for any wheel exceed 700 pounds 
per inch of. width of tire. 


-(d) These regulations shall not apply 
to busses of the Inter-City Coach Lines 
or other inter-city transportation units 
operating on previously designated streets 
approved by the City Council. Ambulances 
and official emergency vehicles are also 
exempted from the provisions of this ordi- 
nance.

(h) Trucks, truck tractors, trailers, semi- 
railers, pole trailers or any other com- 
ination thereof, carrying a substantially 
uli load for delivery or pick-up to or from 
single destination, off the ‘truck route, 
ay leave the truck route at a point near- 


ost direct route available. 


(i) A copy of this ordinance and a map 
f the official truck routes, shall be avail- 
ble to all interested parties operating in 
r through the City of Lansing. 


(3) It shall be the duty of any person 


e upon any street in the city other than 
designated truck route, upon the demand 
any police officer to proceed to any 
ublic or private scale available for the 
rpose of weighing and determining 
hether the weight thereof is in excess of 
e weight limit permitted by this ordi- 
nce, 


(k) No traction engine or tractor having 
gs attached to its wheels shall run over, 
propelled or operated upon any paved 
blacktopped street within the city.

HOSPITAL LEASE 


This Indenture is made and entered into 
this day of » 1950, 
between the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
hereinafter referred to as CITY, and Ed- 
ward W. Sparrow Hospital Association, 
also of Lansing, Michigan, hereinatfer re- 
ferred to as SPARROW HOSPITAL. 


WITNESSETH: 


CITY represents: that it owns the real 
estate hereinafter described, and is, or 
before the effective date hereof, will be- 
come, the owner of all equipment and 
supplies in the building there located here- 
tofore known as the Detention Hospital ; 
that the County of Ingham is about to 
terminate a lease from CITY for said 
premises dated July 21 1947, whereupon 
said property will not be in use for any 
public purpose; that under the Lansing 
City Charter said property will thereupon 
become subject to lease by the City Coun- 
cil for the maintenance, development and 
operation thereof and that said Council 
deems it to be to the best interest of the 
public that said property be leased on 
the terms and conditions hereinafter stated. 


SPARROW HOSPITAL represents: that 
is is a non-profit corporation duly organ- 
ized under the laws of the State of Michi- 
gan, holding a charter for perpetual exis- 
tence and is: now thereunder conducting a 
general hospital in furtherance of the 
original Deed of Gift by Edward W. Spar- 
rew and his wife, Margaret B. Sparrow to 
that corporation for the purpose of 


“caring for and healing the sick and 
injured without regard to race, creed 
or color.”’

SPARROW HOSPITAL shall have an 
option to renew this lease for a further 
period of ten (10) years on like terms 
as herein stated, provided that written 
notice to exercise such option shall be 
delivered at the offices of the Mayor and 
City Clerk of CITY on or before six 
months prior to the expiration of this 
lease, and provided further, that such 
right of option may be terminated by 
CITY upon written notice delivered to 
SPARROW HOSPITAL at least one (1) 
year prior to the expiration of this lease, 
and that upon such expiration said CITY 
or the County of Ingham will operate said 
premises as a public hospital. 


III. 


SPARROW HOSPITAL shall, during its 
occupancy and at its own expense: (a) 
keep and maintain said property in good 
order and state of repair, (b) keep the 
buildings thereon insured in companies 
authorized to do business in Michigan and 
not determined by the City Council to be 
unsatisfactory, the policies therefor to’ con- 
tain standard landlord and tenant clauses, 
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(c) provide facilities for cases of contagi-, 
ous diseases and poliomyelitis in said Coun- 
ty of Ingham and cases of poliomyelitis in 
adjacent areas, at prices to be agreed upon, 
or in the event of disagreement, at prices 
to be determined by arbitrators chosen as 
hereinafter provided, (d) pay all expense 
and cost of the operation of said institu- 
tion including utility services there used,

At a meeting of the Traffic Commission 
held on Friday, March 8rd, consideration 
was given to the request of the Michigan 
National Bank for the proposed construc- 
tion of a “Drive-in’ Bank at the south- 
aC kes of Capitol Avenue and Allegan 

reet. 


It appears that approval has already 
been given by the Street Committee of 
the City Council to cut the curb to pro- 
vide for the requested driveways necessary 
for the entrance and exit to this proposed 
“Drive-In” bank. The Traffic Commission, 
however, after considerable study of this 
project, is of the opinion that the location 
in question is not desirable from a traffic 
standpoint. 


While all turns out of the proposed 
“Drive-In” bank would be to the east on 
Allegan Street, there are many times dur- 
ing the day, especially during the peak 
hours, when traffic is backed up from 
Washington Avenue to Capitol Avenue and 
the opportunity to enter the street from 
the bank would be almost impossible. An- 
other feature that must be considered is 
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the fact that according to information re- 
ceived, it is estimated that possibly 800 
ears would use this facility during the 
normal banking day, which covers 7 hours, 
and this would mean that better than 100 
cars an hour would have to seek egress 
to Allegan Street. 


In checking this matter with the Police 
Department they advise that, in their 
opinion, it would be necessary to tie up the 
services of an officer at this location each 
day during the heavy traffic periods. 


The Traffic Commission is of the opinion 
that the idea proposed for this type of 
service is excellent but that the location 
as requested, is not desirable and it is 
_ their further opinion that a more suitable 
location would be on the fringe of the 
central business district where interfer- 
ence with street and pedestrian traffic 
would not be as disadvantageous as at 
the proposed location.

Some time ago the State Military Estat 
lishment received an: allotment of $220, 00 
through the National Guard Bureau ‘i 
Washington for the purpose of construc! 
ing a State Maintenance Shop. This builc« 
ing is to-be the first building of a 
installation which will eventually incluc 
maintenance shop facilities and warehous 
focilities for the Michigan National Guar: 
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The State Military Board, after careful 
study of the requirements for such an 
installation, went on record as favoring 
the location of such a facility in the vicin- 
ity of the City of Lansing. 


Under the provisions of Act No. 84, Pub- 
lic Acts of 1909, as amended, municipalities 
may contribute sites to the State of Michi- 
gan for armory purposes. This installation 
will, under the definition applied by the 
Supreme Court, qualify as an armory with- 
in the meaning of that act.

ORDINANCE 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. Kircher, read the first and second 
time by its title and referred to Committee 
on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to amend Section 6 of an 
ordinance entitled, ‘“‘An Ordinance to regu- 
late and control the alcoholic liquor traffic 
within the City of Lansing and to provide 
penalties for the violation thereof.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 6 of the ordinance 
entitled, “An Ordinance to regulate and 
control the alcoholic liquor traffic within 
the City of Lansing and to provide penal- 
ties for the violation thereof,’ is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 6. No person, either directly 
or indirectly, by himself, clerk, agent, ser- 
vant, or employee, shall at any time, sell, 
furnish, give or deliver any alcoholic liquor, 
beer, or wine to any person unless such 
person shall have attained the age of 21 
years; nor shall any person, either directly 
or indirectly, by himself, clerk, agent, 
servant, or employees, at any time sell, 
furnish, give or deliver any alcoholic liquo1 
to any person who is under the influence 
of intoxicating beverages. Further, any 
person under the age of 21 years purchas- 
ing or offering to purchase beer or wine, 
or any alcoholic beverage, who represents 
himself falsely to be over the age of 21, 
or who makes false statements or gives 
false information regarding his age_ tc 
any police officer or person, or employee in 
charge of any place where beer and wine 
and other alcoholic beverages are _ sold. 
or any other person who makes false repre. 
sentations in order to procure the sale or 
furnishing of beer, wine or other alcoholic 
beverage to a person under the age of 21 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and subject to the penalties provided ir 
this ordinance. 


It shall be unlawful for any person under 
the age of 18 years to be permitted in any 
place where beer and wine or other alco- 
holic beverages are sold for consumption or. 
the premises, excepting only places in 
which the principal business is preparing 
and serving meals to the public.

The Committees on WAYS AND MEANS and SALARIES, to whom was referred the 
matter of the City of Lansing budget for the fiscal year 1950-51, reports as follows: 


We submit herewith the budget for the fiscal year beginning May 1, 1950, and ending 
April 30, 1951. 


Total appropriations amount to $5,223,352.58 and from this total is deducted $2,420,074.46 
of estimated revenues from, sources other than the general property tax, leaving a net 
total to be raised by taxation of $2,803,278.12. 


This is an increase in the tax levy of $458,513.98. 


This budget provides 23 additional firemen to reduce the work week for firemen from 
7214 hrs. to 638 hrs and also 20 additional policemen, 16 of whom are required to reduce 
the work week for policemen from 48 to 40 hours and 4 who were added as of January 1, 
ae, Piel the Everett District. The cost of this additional personnel amounts to $157,780.35 
as follows:

The balance of the increase is largely due to increased expenditures for operation, main- 
tenance and improvements due to annexation of the Everett and Westchester districts. 


Over $1,050,000.00 is included in this budget for improvements which includes an item of 
$250,000.00 which together with $200,000.00 already on hand will cover the $450,000.00 
City share of the bridge and viaduct over the Cedar River and Grand Trunk Railroad 
tracks on Cedar Street. Also included is $295,0000.00 which together with $125,000.00 
> eager on hand will cover the $420,000.00 cost of the Southwest Interceptor Sewer project 
or 1950. 


The cost of living bonus of $240.00 is continued and is included in, the salary or wages 
of each employee under the same rule as last year which provides for an automatic 
decrease of $120.00 per year when the B.L.S. cost of living index drops to 157.5 and a 
further automatic decrease of $120.00 when the index drops to 147.5.

This is an increase in the tax levy of 
$458,513.93. 


This budget provides 23 additional fire- 
men to reduce the work week for firemen 
from 72% hrs. to 63 hrs. and also 20 addi- 
tional policemen, 16 of whom are required 
to reduce the work week for policemen 
from 48 to 40 hours and 4 who were added 
as of January 1, 1950, for the Everett Dis- 
trict.

$200,000.00 already on hand will cover the 
$450,000.00 City share of the bridge and 
viaduct over the Cedar River and Grand 
Trunk Railroad tracks on Cedar Street. 
Also included is $295,000.00 which to- 
gether with $125,000.00 already on hand 
will cover the $420,000.00 cost of the South- 
west Interceptor Sewer project for 1950.

CITY OF LANSING EMPLOYMENT 
RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council recommends the adoption of 
the following rules and regulations for all 
hourly and weekly city employees who are 
not under the jurisdiction of a Board: 


1. POLICY: Any employee or employees 
or their representative shall have the right 


-and privilege of appearing before the De- 


partment Head, the Labor Relations Com- 
mittee of the City Council or the City 
Council. 


2. GRIEVANCES: Any employee feel- 
ing himself aggrieved shall personally report 
said grievance to the Foreman and if after 
a reasonable time the employee feels that 
the Foreman has ignored his grievance or 
the same has not been settled satisfactorily 
to him, he may go directly to the Depart- 
ment Head, and if, after a reasonable time 
the employee feels that the Department 
Head has ignored his grievance or the same 
has not been settled satisfactorily to him, 
he may go directly ‘to the Labor Relations 
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Committee of the City Council, and if after 
a reasonable length of time the employee 
feels that the Labor Relations Committee 
of the City Council has ignored his griev- 
ance or the same has not been settled satis- 
factorily to him, he may go to the City 
Council as a whole. 


3. HOURS: Forty hours shall constitute 
a work week and eight hours a work day 
for which the regular hourly rate shall be 
paid and time and one-half thereafter shall 
be paid to hourly employees. All employees 
who work four or more hours between 
7:00 P.M. and 8:00 A.M. shall receive 5 
cents per hour premium for each hour up 
to eight (8) hours worked in that shift. 
The premium of 5 cents per hour is to be 
added to the total wages and does not 
increase the pay rate and is not construed 
to apply to an overtime rate. All hourly 
and weekly employees shall be paid on the 
basis of an 8 hour day for the following 
legal holidays; New Years Day, Decoration 
Day, July 4th, Labor Day, Armistice Day, 
Thanksgiving and Christmas and any other 
legal holiday that the City Hall employees 
observe. If an employee is required to 
work by his supervisor on a holiday he 
shall be paid at the rate of double time 
for such hours and double time shall be 
paid for all Sundays that the employee 
works (except when Sunday is part of 
the employee’s regular work week) provid- 
ing the employee has not lost time during 
the pay week thru no fault of his own. 
(Pay Week is Thursday-Wednesday, Incl.) 
In no event shall an employee be paid 
more than double time. 


4. SENIORITY: Shall be based on con- 
tinuous service: 


(a) Employees of the City of Lansing 
who are inducted into the Armed Forces 
of the United States shall be given a leave 
of absence from their positions, and upon 
their Honorable Discharge and if physically 
fit to perform the duties of the position 
which they held upon entering the service, 
shall be reinstated to such position or one 
comparable to it without loss of seniority 
rights, provided, that application be made 
within 90 days after such discharge. 


(b) That any regular employee who ob- 
tains a written leave of absence from his 
department head with City Council approval 
shall retain his seniority on his return to 
city employment, provided the employee has 
not accepted employment elsewhere during 
said leave of absence. Said leave of absence 
not to exceed 30 days. 


(c) That anyone absent due to sickness 
or accident who can furnish a medical 
certificate to that effect and who can show 
that he has not accepted employment else- 
where during the time off, not to exceed 
two years, shall be considered in continu- 
ous service of the City. 


(d) Employees shall be considered tem- 
porary until such time as they have worked 
six months. 


(e) That any person who shall quit his 
employment with the City shall immediately 


forfeit all seniority right. Any person 
who may be laid off from employment by 
the City and who is not re-employed by 
the City within one year, shall forfeit all 
accumulated seniority. 


(f) Employees shall have the preference 
of jobs when qualified in order of seniority, 


qualifications to be determined by the fore- 


man and department head. 


(gz) A seniority register by departments 
shall be kept up to date and posted on the 
bulletin boards of the respective depart- 
ments by the department heads. 


(h) Any person who is laid off shall be 
placed at the top of the hiring list, if 
physically fit, and shall have the same 
seniority he had prior to being laid off. 


5. BULLETIN BOARDS: Each depart- 


ment shall provide a bulletin board for the 
exclusive use of its employees. 


6. REPORT PAY: Any person requested 
to report for work with no work available, 
shall receive a minimum of two hours of 
“hour pay” at the regular hourly rate. 


7. SICK LEAVES: Employees with 6 
months service or less—no sick leave; em- 
ployees with over 6 months and up to 2 
years service—2 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 2 years and up to 
5 years service—3 weeks @ $20.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 5 years and up to 
10 years service—4 weeks @ $20.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 10 years service— 
5 weeks @ $20.00 per week after firgh 
week per year. j 


Balance of unused sick leave not to ex- 
ceed 2 weeks per year cumulative for period 
not to exceed 4 years plus sick leave for 
current year. Maximum in any case not 
to exceed 13 weeks. 


Sick leave to be granted upon written 
application of the employee which in all 
cases must be accompanied by a physician’s 
certificate or other satisfactory evidence. | 


No sick leave pay to be granted for the 
first week of disability until employee has 
been disabled for 21 consecutive days in 
which case sick leave shall start from 
first day of disability, except Garbage 
employees only shall be paid at the same 
rate allowed by the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Act from the time of injury until 
released by the Doctor. 


No sick leave pay to be granted in 
compensable accident cases where employees 
receive workmen’s compensation. 


8. WAGES AND HOURS: All questions 
concerning wages and hours shall be dis- 
cussed with the Labor Relations Committee 
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whose duty it is to discuss such matters 
with the Salary and Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the City Council and it shall be 
the duty of the Salary and Ways and 
Means Committee to bring the question 
before the City Council as a whole for 
final disposition. 


A hearing date shall be eahactinteed $0 
that employees’ committees may meet with 
the Labor Relations Committee of the 
Council to discuss wages and hours for 
the fiscal year. Such hearing date shall 
be on or before the 2nd Thursday of Jan- 
uary of each calendar year, said Labor 
Relations Committee of the Council shall 
also meet with the Employees’ Committee 
or their representatives on or about the 
Ist Thursday in April to report results 
accomplished. 


9. VACATIONS: All regular full time 
City employees who are paid on an hourly 
or weekly basis and who have worked one 
year or more for the City of Lansing shall 
receive vacation with pay under the follow- 
ing rules: 


(a) All regular hourly rate employees 
having from 1 to 3 years service, inclusive, 
shall be given one week vacation with pay 

nnually. Regular hourly rate employees 
with more than 3 years service shall be 
given 2 weeks vacation with pay annually, 
if accrued and earned, which shall be 
predicated upon one day of vacation for 
each 180 hours employed, but not to exceed 
two 40 hour weeks, and they shall be paid 
during said vacation period on the basis 
of the narmal work week for the job or 
class of work on which they are regularly 
employed and at the authorized rate of 
pay at the time the vacation is taken. 


(b) Weekly employees shall be entitled 
to two calendar weeks vacation per year 
if accrued and earned which shall be 
predicated upon one day of vacation for 
each four and one-third weeks employed, 
but not to exceed two calendar weeks per 
year and they shall be paid on the basis 
of a five day work week at the authorized 
rate of pay at the time the vacation is 
taken. 


(c) Seasonal employees, entitled to vaca- 

tion leave, shall receive one day’s leave for 
each 180 hours worked, the whole not to 
xceed two calendar weeks and shall be 
paid therefor on the basis of five eight 
hour days per week at the hourly rate 
authorized for the job prevailing at the 
time vacation is taken. 


(d) An employee, upon approval of his 
Department Head, may waive his rights to 
his vacation and continue to work, instead, 
receiving therefor his regular pay in addi- 
tion to his vacation pay. 


(e) For computing vacations for the 
calendar year 1950 the accrual of time 
employee shall begin on May 1, 1949. Vaca- 
tion schedules for employees of all depart- 
ments shall be developed by the Department 
Heads. It shall be the policy of each 
Department Head to schedule vacations 
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over as wide a period as possible in order 
to eliminate the necessity of extra help. 


10. AMENDMENTS: A copy of these 
rules and regulations, together with any 
amendments, shall be posted on the em- 
ployee’s bulletin board.

ORDINANCE 


The following ordinance was introduced, 


by the Committee on Ordinances, read the 
first and second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance governing the installation, 
repair and maintenance of television, AM, 
F'M, receiving and transmitting antennae 
within the City Limits of the City of Lan- 
sing. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That for the better protection 
of life and property and in the interest of 
public safety, the following rules and regu- 
lations be, and the same are, hereby 
adopted for the installation of out-door 
television, AM, and FM receiving and 
transmitting antennae within the City of 
Lansing. 


Section -2. No installation sets shall be 
made forward of or visible from the front 
seats of all or any motor operated vehicle, 


fe ee 
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and it shall be unlawful to operate any 
such installation within the City of Lan- 
sing, otherwise the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall not apply to automobiles. 


Section 38. These specifications shall 
apply to television, AM, FM, amateur and 
commercial receiving and _ transmitting 
a ea 


Masts or antennae must be of non-com- 
bustible and non-corrosive material, except 
that in the case of ground support a 
wooden pole may be used when adequately 
treated with a wood preservative. When 
a mast or antenna is installed on a roof, 
it must be mounted on its own platform 
and be securely anchored with guy wires. 
Masts and antennae must not be fastened 
to the roof or supported by combustible 

members or materials. 

Outdoor antennae must be of an approved 
type, and shall not exceed the maximum 
height of 50 feet above a roof support or 
70 feet above ground support. In areas 
where reception may be aftected by the 
obstruction of tall buildings, antennae in 
excess of the above specified height may 
be installed only when approved by City 
Council. Every antenna must be adequate- 
ly grounded for protection against a direct 
stroke of lightning, with the ground wire 
as specified in the 1947 National Electrical 
Code ‘as the same may be amended. In no 
ease shall an antenna be installed nearer 
to street or sidewalk than the height of 
the antenna plus 10 feet unless approved 
by City Council. Anchor points for an- 
tennae, masts and guy wires must be 
anchor screws or lead expansion shields 
drilled into solid block, concrete or other 
non-combustible construction. No wires, 
cables or guy shall cross or extend over 
eae of a public street, way or side- 
walk. 


*y In case of an amateur or domestic receiv- 
ing antennae where the set is installed in 
private residence the antenna may be 
installed on the roof of a frame structure 
provided the supports and anchor screws 
are securely fastened to rafters or beams 
or other substantial members, and _ pro- 
vided further that no antenna installed on 
the roof. of a frame construction shall ex- 
ceed a height of thirty feet above the roof 
of the building. 


Transmission lines must be kept at least 
twelve inches clear of existing telephone 
or light wires. Rawl plugs are approved 
only for supporting transmission lines. 
Stand-off support insulators must be used 
at least every ten feet in running the 
transmission line down the building. 


Lightning arrestors shall be approved by 
the Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc., and 
both sides of the line must be adequately 
protected with proper arrestors or neon 
lamps to remove static charges accumulated 
on the line, except when a folded dipole or 
other type of antenna is used which is 
already grounded to the mast. When lead- 
in conductors of polyethylene ribbon-type 
are used, lightning arrestors must be in- 
stalled in each conductor. If a coaxal cable 
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is used for the lead-in, suitable protection 
may be provided without lightning arrestors 
by grounding the exterior metal sheath. 


Antennae shall be designed and installed 
in such manner as to resist a wind pres- 
sure of 25 Ibs. per sq. ft. and in no case 
shall guy wires be less than 3/22”, 5-strand 
cable or equivalent, galvanized. Raw] plugs 
must not be used for guy wires or for 
mounting brackets. 


Ground wire must be of the type ap- 
proved by the 1947 issue of the National 
Electrical Code, as the same may be amend- 
ed for grounding masts and lightning 
arrestors, and must be installed in a 


mechanical manner with as few bends as - 


possible, maintaining a clearance of at 
least 2” from combustible material. 


Ground straps for grounding masts and 
attaching arrestors to water pipe must be 
approved ground fitting. 


The miscellaneous hardware, such as 
brackets, turn-buckles, thimbles, clips, etc., 
must be hot-dipped galvanized, or similarly 
treated for weather protection. The turn- 
buckles must be protected against turning 
by threading the guy wires through the 
turnbuckles. 


Section 4. No electrical materials, de- 
vices or apparatus designed for attach- 
ment to or installation on any electrical 
circuit or system for television, AM, FM 
Amateur and Commercial Receiving, and 
Transmitting Antennas, shall be installed, 
used, sold, or offered for sale for use in 
the City of Lansing, unless they are in 
conformity with the approved methods of 
construction for safety to life and prop- 


erty. 


Conformity of electrical materials, de- 
vices, or apparatus with the standards of 
the Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc., are 
approved for use in the City of Lansing. 


The maker’s name, trade-mark, or other 
identification symbol shall be placed on 
all electrical devices that use 115 volts or 
more which are sold, offered for sale or 
use or used in the City of Lansing. These 
markings and others such as_ voltage, 
amperage, wattage, and power-factor, or 
appropriate ratings described in the 
National Electrical Code are necessary to 
determine the character of the material, 
device or equipment and the use for which 
it is intended. 


Section 5. Work shall not be commenced 
on the installation of receiving or trans- 
mitting antennas before a permit therefor 
is obtained from the Building Inspection 
Division. An inspection fee of $2.00 shall 
be paid for each permit. 


A reinspection fee of one dollar ($1.00) 
shall be made for each trip when extra 
inspections are necessary due to any one 
of the following reasons: 


1. Wrong address. 


2. Condemned work resulting from faulty 
construction. Ts 
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3. Repairs or corrections not made when 
inspection is called. 


4. Work not ready for inspection when 
called. 


Section 6. The 1947 issue of the National 
Electrical Code as the same may be amend- 
ed, is hereby adopted and approved as a 
part of this ordinance as a minimum 
standard. 


Section 7. The Chief Electrical Inspector 
and his representatives are hereby em- 
powered to inspect or reinspect any wiring, 
equipment or apparatus conducting or 
using electric current for television, AM, 
¥M Amateur and Commercial Receiving 
and Transmitting Antenna in the City of 
Lansing, and if conductors, equipment, or 
apparatus are found to be unsafe to life 
o: property, the inspector shall notify the 
person, firm or corporation owning or oper- 
ating the hazardous wiring or equipment, 
to correct the condition within the time 
specified by the inspector. Failure to 
correct violations in the specified time 
constitutes a violation of this ordinance. 


Section 8. In the event that any section, 
sub-section, sentence, clause or phrase of 
this ordinance shall be declared or adjudged 
invalid or unconstitutional, such adjudica- 
tien of invalidity shall in no manner affect 
the other sections, sub-sections, sentences, 
clauses or phrases of this ordinance. 


Section 9. The provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall not apply to Commercial broad- 
casting and other commercial transmitting 
stations and shall not apply to residential 
installations provided the height of the 
antenna does not exceed 15 feet above a 
roof support or 25 feet above a ground 
support.

Gentlemen : 


In your proceedings on Monday, April 
24, an ordinance was introduced by the 
committee on ordinances, drawn up by the 
city attorney, Mr. Charles VanNote. This 
ordinance governs the installation, repair 
and maintenance of television, AM, FM, 
-amateur and commercial receiving and 
transmitting antennae, as well as_ the 
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electrical equipment in conjunction with 
above mentioned installations. 


Gentlemen, at the May 5 meeting of the 
Central Michigan Amateur Radio Club 
with 128 bonafide members, this ordinance 
was read and discussed. Not to go into 
any lengthy discussion at this time, we 
hereby petition the members of the City 
Council to strike out the word amateur 
radio operators or operations. 


May we expain that amateur radio oper- 
ators have been operating in the city of 
Lansing for the past 30 years and te 
yet to be cited for negligency or other 
reasons which would jeopardize life or loss 
of property to any person in this city. 


Further, may I point out that in Sec- 
tion 7, the chief electrical inspector and 
his representatives are to inspect or re- 
inspect all wiring equipment or apparatus 
on AM, FM, amateur and commercial re- 
ceiving and transmitting antennae or its 
associated equipment. May I point out 
that it would be illegal for a city or 
state employee to enter a radio operating 
or transmitting room without the owner’s 
permission, the only empowered agent 
would be an authorized inspector of the 
Federal Communications Commission. All 
amateur radio stations as well as com- 
mercial radio and television stations are 
under the jurisdiction of the Federal 
government. 


We, the amateur radio operators, are 
known throughout the world as amateur 
operators, however our activities are not 
of an amateurish nature, in fact we are 
highly regarded by the Federal Communi- 
cation Commission as well as the armed 
services as a valuable asset to this country. 
Since we are experimentors and since it 
has been known that we amateurs have first 
discovered and developed operations at high 
frequencies, which are commonly used 
today, it becomes necessary for us to de- 
sign different types of antennae as well as 
experiment with different heights which 
under your ordinance it would make this 
restrictive. 


May I point out that the now commonly 
used high gain antennae for long distance 
television reception has been in use by us 
for the past fifteen years, in fact we alone 
were the responsible body for the develop- 
ment of these high gain antennae. 


I certainly believe that this explanation 
will serve to enlighten the committee on 
ordinances and we, the Central Michigan 
Amateur Radio Club, petition you to strike 
out the word amateur operations. We will 
be very happy to work with either the 
committee on ordinances or the city attor- 
ney, Mr. Charles VanNote, if we can be 
of any assistance.

On May 1 you inquired whether there 
was a statute of the State prohibiting 
lotteries, more specifically whether any 
statute prohibited the sale of “tickets or 
chances’”” upon automobiles or other prop- 
erty upon the streets of the City of Lan- 
sing. 


Your attention is called to Section 372 
of Act 328 of the P.A. of 1931, as amended, 
being Sec. 28.604 of the Statutes Annotated 
and which reads as follows: 


“Any person who shall set up or 
promote within this state any lottery 
or gift enterprise for money, or shall 
dispose of any property, real or per- 
sonal, goods, chattels or merchandise 
or valuable thing, by the way of lottery 
or gift enterprise, and any person who 
shall aid, either by printing or writing, 
or shall in any way be concerned in 
the setting up, managing or drawing 
of any such lottery or gift enterprise, 
or who shall in any house, shop or 
building owned or oceupied by him or 
under his control, knowingly permit 
the setting up, managing or drawing 
of any such lottery or gift enterprise, 
or the sale of any lottery ticket or 
share of a ticket, or any other writing, 
certificate, bill, goods, chattels or mer- 
chandise, token or other device pur- 
porting or intended to entitle the 
holder or bearer or other person to 
any prize or gift, or to any share of 
or interest in any prize or gift to be 
drawn in any such lottery or gift 
enterprise, or who shall knowingly 
suffer money or other property to be 
raffled for in such house, shop or build- 
ing, or to be there won by throwing or 
using dice, or by any other game or 
course of chance, shall for every such 
offense be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
punishable by imprisonment in the 
state prison not more than two (2) 
years or by a fine of not more than 
one thousand (1,000) dollars.” 


Under this section our Supreme Court 
has passed upon what constitutes a lottery 


‘in several cases, particularly in People v. 


Wassmus 214 Mich. 42, in a case where 
chances were sold at $1.00 each upon a 
suit of clothes valued at $48.00. In this 
case the defendant was prosecuted under 
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the above quoted statute and the court 
said, “* * * the essentials .of a lottery 
are: first, consideration; second, prize; 
third, chance. There need be no question 
under this scheme about the element of 


consideration or prize, but it is con- 
tended that there is no element of chance 
in the transaction, that one buys a suit 
for $48.00 and gets it, and besides he may 
get his suit discounted before he makes 
48 payments. Herein lies the element of 
chance. * * * This chance is the seductive 
thing about the scheme and it is this which 
attracts the investor. But it may be said 
that there is no element of chance be- 
cause there is no drawing, that the man- 
agement itself selects the beneficiary ; but 
this fact does not purge the transaction 
of all element of chance. To the purchaser 
it is uncertain, as to him it is chance. 
* * * We are of the opinion that the 
court was correct in holding that the 
transaction came within the inhibition of 
the statute.’’ 


In the case if Glover v. Malloska 238 
Mich. 216. The defendant, engaged in the 
business as a distributor of petroleum prod- 
ucts, conceived the idea to have tickets 
printed, giving the holders thereof a chance 
to draw an automobile at monthly draw- 
ings. Such tickets were sold at one cent 
each to his customers, (the customers being 
the operators of gasoline stations) and let 
them give away the tickets to purchasers 
at their retail oil stations, or to anyone 
asking for tickets without making a pur- 
chase. Once a month stubs of the tickets 


so given out were placed in a barrel, a ~ 


drawing made and a winner determined 
by chance. In this case the court held 
that, “The scheme was clearly a lottery. 
The often asserted essentials of a lottery, 
viz.: consideration, prize, and chance, were 
all present. Malloska sold the tickets to 
his customers for distribution by them in 
the course of trade to further his pecuni- 
ary interest, and this established the con- 
sideration. The fact that Malloska gave 
some tickets away at fairs and exhibitions 
and the purchasers of tickets for the use 
in the retail trade gave them away, with- 
out pay, to their customers, and sometimes 
to others, did not at all save the scheme 
from being a lottery.’’ The court further 
said at page 220: “‘No one should be per- 
mitted to employ criminal means in trade 
rivalry. The law' proscribes a lottery, and 
those injured thereby in their rights of 
property are not required to suffer success- 
ive inflictions of pecuniary injury until a 
criminal prosecution is launched.’’ The 
gist of the above is that one may restrain 
in a civil action the violation of a criminal 
statute where such violation causes injury 
to the rights of property. 


In People v. Welch 269 Mich 449. The 
police entered a building in the City of 
Grand Rapids where they obtained a 
‘‘membership card” and three “‘beano cards’’ 
in exchange for their signed applications 
for membership in the so-called “club” and 
the payment of 25 cents each. They, and 
a number of other persons, seated them- 
selves at tables with their beano cards 
before them, containing 15 numbers ar- 
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ranged in rows and columns. Before play 
started it was announced that the prize 
for the first drawing would be 20 pounds 
of sugar. Other merchandise, largely food 
stuffs, was also on display. The respondent 
Welch is the president and one of the 
incorporators and trustees of the club in 
question, ‘‘Select Society, Incorporated.” 
The court said, ‘“‘There seems to be little 
difference between the games of ‘‘beano,’”’ 
“keno” and “lotto.” Article 5, Section 33 
of the Constitution of 1908 provides, “The 
legislature shall not authorize any lottery 
nor permit the sale of lottery tickets.”’ It 
was contended that beano is a game of 
chance and not a lottery. The court held, 
“The scheme was clearly a lottery. The 
often asserted essentials of a lottery, viz.. 
consideration, prize and chance, were all 
present.”’ 


In the case of Theatre Corp. v. Theatri- 
cal Enterprise, 276 Mich 127. The defend- 
ants evolved a scheme for the giving away 
of cash prizes to their patrons without 
extra cost to them and limited to those 
attending the theatre. Each purchaser of 
an admission ticket to the theatre was 
given a coupon ticket bearing duplicate 
numbers, one-half of each coupon ticket 


being dropped in a barrel by the purchaser | 


and the other half retained by him; and 
at an advertised time the barrel contain- 
ing the coupon tickets was taken upon 
the stage of the theatre and several tickets 
were withdrawn therefrom. In this case 
(it being a civil case) the plaintiff filed a 
bill of complaint to enjoin defendants from 
violating the same section of the statute, 
known as the Lottery Law. Defendants 
contend that in view of the fact that 
patrons paid nothing for a chance to re- 
ceive a prize no consideration ran from 
the public and therefore the statute was 
not violated. The court held the usual 
elements of a lottery were present and 
enjoined the violation. 


In the more recent case of the Gocd 
Neighbors Society v. Detroit Mayor, 324 
Mich. 22, which gained great prominence 
in the Detroit papers, the Society under- 
took to restrain interference by the Detroit 
Police Department with its conduct of 
bingo games. Here the Society was a non- 
profit club operating as a charitable organ- 
ization which renders assistance in emer- 
geney cases to all persons regardless of 
race, color or religion. After repeated 
visits by the police which it claimed were 
merely for the purpose of frightening 
patrons at its bingo games and thereby 
suppressing its activities, it filed its bill 
of complaint to restrain the further conduct 
above described by police officers. It con- 
tends that many religious, charitable, serv- 
ice, patriotic and other non-profit organi- 
zations are operating bingo, raffles, and 
lotteries in the City of Detroit without 
being molested by the police, but that it 
has been singled out as the sole object of 
police interference. The court held at 
page 27, ‘‘Here, the nature of the opera- 
tion in question is illegal and the applica- 
ble statute leaves no room for the exer- 
cise of any discretion as to whom it may 
affect. Should the relief which plaintiff 
seeks be granted, other operators of char- 
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itable bingo games would be entitled to 
the same relief, and the ultimate result 
would be the nullification of a valid 
statute.”’ 


Other sections of the same statute makes, 
‘‘Any person who shal] sell either for him- 
self or for another, or who shall offer for 
sale or shall have in his possession with 
the intent to sell, or offer to sell * * * 
a ticket in any such lottery or gift enter- 
prise * * * guilty of a misdemeanor and 
punishable by two years in the state prison 
or by a fine of not more than $1,000.” 
Any second offense may be charged as a 
felony. 


It is, therefore, my opinion that there is 
a valid and enforceable statute under which 
persons engaged in such activities may be 
prosecuted. Needless to say, such statute 
contains no exceptions nor could it validly 
do so which, of course, means that all 
organizations would be amendable to its 
provisions. It should clearly appear also 
that no ordinance of a like nature would 
be valid containing any exceptions.

To the Honorable Mayor and 
Members of the Council 


Gentlemen: 


Among the applicants for tax relief to 
our Board of Review which was in session 
in March were twelve applicants who 
were receiving Old Age Assistance or Aid 
to Dependent Children, but whose monthly 
grants for those purposes were not at 
the maximum allowable figure. 


I have asked the County Bureau of 
Social Welfare if they could not increase 
the monthly grants to provide money for 
the payment of taxes. The Bureau has 
advised me that they can, and will, in- 
crease the monthly grants for these appli- 
cants so that they will be able to pay the 
taxes which will be due in December. 
However, the increased grants can not be 
started in time to take care of the coming 
July taxes and the Board of Review passed 
a resolution recommending that the City 
cooperate with the Bureau of Social Wel- 


fare in these cases by paying the July — 


taxes from the Tax Abatement Fund with 
the understanding that future taxes would 
be provided for by the Bureau. 


Iam attaching herewith a list of the 
applicants, the legal description of their 
properties, and the amount: of July taxes 
to be paid. The total amount of these 
— is $250.11. 


I wish to recommend that the City pay 
these taxes and thereby remove these 
parties from our list of tax relief appli- 
eants. This is in accordance with our 
practice for several years past which has 
reduced our tax exemptions by a. sub- 
stantial amount. 


I also wish to recommend that the City 
pay both the July and December, 1950, 
taxes on the property of Mrs. Etta Davis, 
1240 Lathrop Street, whose property is 
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described as Lot 44, Parkview Land Com- 
pany’s Addition. This property is assessed 
at $900 and the July, 1950, tax will be 
$15.71, less 8%, or $15.24. The December, 
1950, tax, of course, has not yet been 
determined. 


At the time our Board of Review was 
in session, the Bureau of Social Welfare 
thought that they could provide for the 
taxes on this property in the Old Age 
Assistance grant to Mrs. Davis and, there- 
fore, the Board did not grant any tax 
exemption. However, Mrs. Davis’ needs 
have increased to a point where the Bureau 
can not provide for taxes. I am recom- 
mending that the City pay the taxes be- 
cause I think that the Board of Review 
would have made some provision for help- 
ing Mrs. Davis if they had known that the 
a of Social Welfare could not pay 
them.

ORDINANCES 

The following Ordinance was introduced 

by Ald. Munyon, read a first and second 

time by its title and referred to Committee 
on Ordinances. 


AN ORDINANCE TO LICENSE AND 
REGULATE THE OPERATION OF 
VEHICLES FOR THE SALE OF FROZEN 
PRODUCTS EXCEPT UPON CERTAIN 
STREETS OR AREAS OF THE CITY 
AND TO PROVIDE FOR PENALTIES 
FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That for the purpose and 
within the meaning of this ordinance, the 
following definitions shall apply: 


A. Frozen Products. A frozen product 
is any clean frozen combination of two or 
more of the following: milk or milk prod- 
ucts, egg or egg roduct, sugar, water, 
fruit or fruit juices, candy, nut meats or 
any other harmless and wholesome food 
products flavor, color or harmless stabilizer 
and shall be deemed to include icecream, 
ices and other similar products. 
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B. Frozen Products Manufacturer: A 
frozen products manufacturer is a person 
who manufactures, processes or freezes 
any mix or frozen products for distribution 
or sale. 


C. Health Officer: the term health officer 
shall mean the full time health officer or 
his authorized representative. 


D. Person : The word person as used in 
this ordinance shall mean person, firm, 
corporation, or association. 


E. Vehicles: A vehicle shall be deemed 
to be a container used for the purpose of 
selling icecream bars or frozen products 
which is mounted upon one or more wheels, 
at aa its movemént from place to 
place 


Section 2. Applications for the licenses 
required for this ordinance shall be made 
to the City Clerk upon forms supplied by 
such Clerk. All information set forth in 
statements made in response to questions 
in such application shall be under oath or 
affirmation. The City Clerk shall refer 
each such application for a license to the 
Health Officer for.an investigation and 
recommendation on matters pertaining to 
the public health and welfare which are 
or may be involved in the exercise of the 
license applied for and specifically to deter- 
mine whether the vehicle or vehicles of 
the applicant conform to the requirements 
of this ordinance. 


Section 3. License fee for each license 
issued under the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall be $10.00 per year and $1.00 
for each vehicle employed by any person 
licensed under the provisions of this ordi- 
nance for the conduct of his business or 
occupation of selling ice-cream or frozen 
products on or within the streets of the 
city. A separate license shall be necessary 
for each vehicle. 


Section 4. Each license which is issued 
under the provisions of this ordinance, un- 
less sooner revoked, shall expire on the 
80th day of April, next following the 
issuance thereof. 


Section 5. No person shall operate or 
engage in the business or occupation of 
operating any vehicle for the purpose of 
selling icecream bars or frozen products 
at retail on or within the right away of 
the following streets, to wit: Grand River 
east to city limits from N. Washington, 
city limits west Saginaw to N. Pennsyl- 
vania, Michigan city limits to Capitol 
Ave., Kalamazoo west city limits to east 
city limits, city limits west Main to Penn- 
sylvania, Mt. Hope from Washington 
to Cedar, N. Logan to city limits, Pine 
Street from Olds to Shiawassee, Washing- 
ton from Grand River to city limits, N. 
Larch city limits to S. Cedar city limits. 
Area—Capitol to Shiawassee, Shiawassee 
to Cedar, Cedar to Kalamazoo, Kalamazoo 
to Capitol. 


Section 6. No license required by this 
ordinance shall be issued to any person, 
where upon investigation the Health Officer 
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determines that any person operating any 
vehicle to be licensed under this ordinance, 
has a contagious disease or in the event 
that his report shows that any vehicle or 
vehicles to be used are unclean or unsanl- 
tary or are so constructed that ice-cream 
or frozen milk products to be sold there- 
from will not be properly refrigerated, 
shielded from flies or other insects. 


Section 7. Any license issued under the 
provisions of this ordinance may be sus- 
pended by the Health Officer or Chief of 
Police or revoked by the Mayor at any 
time that any vehicle or vehicles shall be 
found to be operated by any person having 
a communicable disease, in the event that 
such vehicle shall be found to be in the 
condition which is, in the opinion of the 
Health Officer, insanitary or incapable of 
shielding the ice-cream or products therein 
from flies or other insects, or in the event 
that the person to whom the license re- 
quired by this ordinance is issued or any 
operator of a vehicle licensed under the 
provisions of this ordinance shall violate 
the provisions thereof. 


Section 8. No minor under the age of 
15 years shall operate or be permitted to 
operate any vehicle licensed hereunder. 


Section 9. No vehicle licensed in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be operated or permitted within the 
right of way of the streets enumerated 
in Section 1 hereof, after one hour after 
sundown of any day. 


Section 10. The operating of any vehicle 
not licensed in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this ordinance within the right 
of way of the streets named in Section 1 
hereof, shall be deemed to be a_ public 
nuisance and any person to be found oper- 
ating such vehicle or vehicles shall be 
deemed to be disorderly. 


Section 11. For the purpose of this 
ordinance, a vehicle shall be deemed to be 
in container used for the purpose of sell- 
ing ice-cream or frozen products which 
is mounted upon one or more wheels, skids, 
or other apparatus or mechanism permit- 
ting its movement from place to place. 


Section 12. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall, upon 
conviction therefor before a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, be punished by a fine 
not exceeding $100.00 or by imprisonment 
in the County jail for a period of 90 days 
or both such fine and imprisonment at 
the discretion of the court.

On Thursday Alderman Brown, Mr. Cald- 
well and I visited Roy Budd who is in 


| 
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charge of the Michigan Fertilizer Company 
in the absence of Mr. Howard Fisher. Our 
purpose was to determine whether we could 
expect the cooperation of the management 
in the inspection of its plant by ventilating 
engineers of the City of Detroit who have 
volunteered to come here and make recom- 
mendations based upon their inspection. 


I had already talked to Mr. Linsky of 
the Detroit Department who said he, Mr. 
Wolff and Mr. Shaw would be glad to de- 
vote their time to the City of Lansing 
without charge, and if they had an oppor- 
tunity to go through the plant, perhaps 
could offer some helpful recommendations. 


Mr. Robert McClintock of the Depart- 
ment ot Health was interviewed and ad- 
vised me that his department had two 
competent engineers who would be glad to 
go through the plant and offer their recom- 
mendations, but to date they had been 
discouraged in their efforts by the manage- 
ment whom they did not think wanted 
to install other equipment as they believed 
that they had the most modern plant of 
its kind anywhere. Mr. McClintock says 
that, generally speaking, the situation does 
not present a health problem for the rea- 
son that tests show that the fumes are 
non-toxic. He thinks the ammonia smell 
about the premises comes from the unload- 
ing facilities and from the mixing tank 
inside and that they would be most diffi- 
cult to control. The dust which can be 
seen coming out of louvers at the easterly 
end of the building can be corrected by 
machinery designed for that particular 
purpose. It appears that by cooperation we 
may be able to get equipment installed 
that will relieve the distressing situation.

Some time ago the City Council received 
a communication from Mr. R. W. Toaz 
of the Merchants Division of the Chamber 
of Commerce, relative to the introduction 
of carefully planned one-way streets in 
the city of Lansing. This communication 
was referred to the Traffic Commission for 
study and recommendation. 


After giving considerable thought to the 
above matter, the Traffic Commission, at 
their meeting on Friday, June 2nd, passed 
a resolution recommending that the City 
Council authorize the commission to install 
one-way traffic regulations on the follow- 
ing streets: 


JUNE 5, 1950

Every driver of a vehicle or other conveyance traveling on any street intersecting any 
through street above designated shall stop such vehicle or other conveyance at the place 
where such street meets the prolongation of the nearest property line of such through 
street; subject, however, to the direction of any traffic control sign or signal or any_ police 
officer at such intersection. 


It shall not be necessary for a driver of a vehicle to stop at any stop street when a 
police officer or traffic control signal indicates that he may proceed. 


The Traffic Commission is hereby authorized and required to place and maintain or cause 
to be placed and maintained on each and every street intersecting a stop street designated 
above, and at or near the property line of the stop street, appropriate signs upon the 
streets, and in addition thereto may place and maintain any appropriate device or marks 
in the roadway, such signs, devices or marks to bear the word ‘Stop’? and such signs to 
be located in such position, and to be provided with letters of a size to be clearly legible from 
a distance of at least one hundred feet along the street intersecting the stop street.

Gentlemen: 


A few days after we had completed the 
installation of the traffic light at the inter- 
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section of Washington Avenue and South 
Street, a complaint was filed with this 
office by officials of the Grand Trunk Rail- 
road Company that the operation of this 
signal, during certain peak hours of the 
day, created a definite hazard by blocking 
motor vehicles across the railroad tracks. 


The above complaint was investigated by 
the writer and for several days observa- 
tions were made during the morning and 
afternoon peak periods when the condition 
complained about occurred. I found that 
on three or four occasions, both morning 
and afternoon, traffic did back across the 
tracks and I reported this condition to the 
Traffic Commission. They instructed me 
to make a complete report on the type of 
work which would be necessary to correct 
this condition. 


In cooperation with the officials of the 
Signal Division of the Grand Trunk Rail- 
road Company, we have prepared a plan 
of additional signalization at the railroad 
which both the railroad company and my- 
self believe will solve the problem. Ac- 
cording to my estimate, the cost of doing 
this work will be ‘approximately $2352.00 
and since we have no provisions in our 
budget for such an expenditure, it will be 
necessary that some provisions for funds 
be made before the work can be carried 
on to completion. 

I might state that inasmuch as the condi- 
tion was created by the City of Lansing 
by installing the traffic signal at Washing- 
ton Avenue and South Street, we cannot 
anticipate any contribution from the rail- 
road company towards the cost of doing 
this work. They have however, agreed to 
take care of all the necessary wiring in 
their track circuits together with the cost 
of running the wires under Washington 
Avenue and connecting them with our con- 
trol equipment. 


I trust that approval will be given to 
our doing this work as the railroad com- 
pany is quite anxious that we remedy this 
existing hazard as soon as possible.

An employee may utilize his sick leave 
allowance on approval of his department 
head for absence due to illness, injury or 
exposure to contagious disease endangering 
the health of other employees and to illness 
or death in the employee’s immediate fam- 
ily but for no other purposes. 


When absence is alleged to be because 
of illness the department head or the City 
Council may require the employee to fur- 
nish satisfactory proof to the effect that 
his absence was caused by illness. 


Unused sick leave allowance may be 
accumulated and in any case not to exceed 
13 weeks. 


In order to establish the amount of un- 
used accumulated sick leave to be credited 
to each yearly salaried employee the City 
Comptroller is hereby directed to prepare 
a record of same for each employee from 
the information shown on the salary time 
cards for the years 1947, 1948, 1949 and 
1950 to date and for all service rendered 
prior to Jan. 1, 1947, each employee to be 
credited with two days sick leave for each 
year of service credit accumulated prior 
to Jan. 1, 1947, according to Retirement 
System records. 


All department heads are hereby directed 
to use the above rule in the granting of 
sick leave to salaried employees and to 
indicate on the salary time cards all 
absences in order that individual sick leave 
records can be properly maintained by the 
City Comptroller.

ORDINANCE 
By Ald. Russell— 


Introduced the following Ordinance 
which was read a first and second time 
by its title and referred to Committee on 
Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to regulate the moving 
of buildings into or over the public streets, 
alleys or thoroughfares of the City of 
Lansing, to prescribe the conditions under 
which the same may be permitted, the 
requirements the owner or applicant shall 
be required to fulfill, the notice to the 
owners of other properties that may be 
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affected thereby, the duties of the Building 
Commisisoner, upon receipt by him of such 
application, the fee to accompany such 
application and to provide a penalty for 
violation thereof. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to move any 
building into or over the public streets, 
alleys or thoroughfares of the City of 
Lansing without first obtaining a permit 
from the City Clerk to do so. 


Section 2. Any person, firm, or corpora- 
tion, before moving any building over the 
public streets, alleys or thoroughfares of 
said City shall first file an application 
with the City Clerk setting forth the fol- 
lowing information: 


1. The present location of the build- 
ing proposed to be moved. 


2. The location to which it is proposed 
to move such building. 


3. The route, designating streets to 
be followed in moving such build- 
ing. 


4. The alterations, if any, including 
drawings and specifications proposed 
to be made in such building when 
such moving is completed. 


5. The zoning classification of the lot 
to which such building is proposed 
to be moved. 


6. The names and addresses of title 
holders of record and those who may 
be vendees in land contracts. of all 
persons within the zone of interest 
as hereinafter defined. 


Section 3. All such applications for a 
moving permit shall be accompanied by 
a fee of ten ($10.00) dollars to pay the 
cost of inspection investigation and issu- 
ance of such permit. Such fee shall be in 
addition to any other fees required by any 
other ordinance of the City of Lansing. 


Section 4. Upon receipt of such applica- 
tion, together with the fee, herein re- 
quested, the City Clerk shall so advise the 
Building Commissioner who shall inspect 
the premises mentioned in the application 
and the route or routes to be followed in 
the moving of such building and make a 
written report to the Clerk covering the 
following: 


1. Type of construction, __ age and 
present condition of building pro- 
posed to be moved. 


2. Kind, size and number of trees 
along proposed route of moving 
which might be damaged and ex- 
tent thereof. 


8. Number of power lines and house 
services which wou!d have to. be 
disconnected to permit the moving. 
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4. Estimate of time required reason- 
ably to complete moving and recon- 
struction operations. 


5. His recommendations of any tem- 
porarly repairs to any such building 
to enable the mover to complete 
such moving without damage to the 
property of others, the public 
streets, trees or utilities. 


Section 5. Upon receipt of any such 
moving application permit the Clerk shall 
mail notices to all persons in the zone of 
interest, mentioned in the application at 
the addresses therein stated, that such 
application has been filed and that the 
same will be acted upon by the City Coun- 
ceil within thirty calendar days after the 
date of the receipt by said Clerk of such 
application. 


Section 6. The zone of interest shall 
include all property on both sides of the 
street of the property to which it is pro- 
posed to move such building, any part of 
which is within 300 feet from the nearest 
corner of the property to which it is pro- 
posed to move the building; such measure- 
ments to exclude public streets, alleys or 
thoroughfares in the computation of the 
distance in said zone of interest. In case 
the proposed location is a corner lot, the 
zone of interest shall include the property 
on all streets on which said lot fronts, as 
measured above. 


Section 7. Upon receipt of the report 
of the Building Commissioner and all in- 
formation required therein, the council 
shall fix a date for examination of such 
application and report not earlier than 
ten days thereafter, upon which date all 
persons within the zone of interest shall 
be heard in opposition to the granting of 
such permit and if the owners or vendees 
of 25 per cent or more of the frontage 
within such zone of interest shall protest 
the granting of such permit the same shall 
be granted only upon the vote of three 
apart of the members of the Council 
elect. 


Section 8. As a condition to the issu- 
ance of the said moving permit the Council 
May require the owner or applicant to 
make such reasonable repairs to the build- 
ing proposed to be moved as may appear 
to minimize or prevent injury to other 
property in the process of such moving, 
may require that changes in the routes 
proposed shall be made even though the 
route required be longer than the one 
proposed, shall fix a time within which 
such moving and reconstruction shall be 
completed, and may in such permit direct 
the type of equipment or other apparatus, 
rollers, trucks, wheels, dollies or tractors 
shall be used in such moving. 


Section 9. As a further condition to the 
issuance of said moving permit the owner 
or applicant shall file with the City Clerk 
his bond, payable to the City of Lansing, 
in the penal sum of two thousand ($2,000) 
dollars, conditioned that the moving of 
such building and all things required by 
such permit including the work, construc- 
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tion, re-construction or repairs in accord- 
ance with the drawings and specifications 
shall be done within the time fixed, and 
pay all damages to persons or property 
resulting from the moving of such build- 
ing including those to utilities and private 
property. 


Section 10. Nothing in this ordinance 
contained shall waive or alter the provi- 
sion of any other ordinance of the City of 
Lansing. 


Section 11. Any person or persons vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
punished by a fine not exceeding one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars or by imprison- 
ment of not more than ninety (90) days or 
by both such fine and imprisonment, in the 
discretion of the court.

ily Combustible or Explosive Substances in 
the City of Lansing, Michigan; Providing 
for Condemnation and Stoppage of the 
use thereof, and Wrecking of the same. 
Creating the Offices of Building Commis- 
sioner, Assistant Building Commissioner, 
and City Electrician, and Providing for 
the Office of the Building Department. 
Repealing all former Ordinances conflicting 
therewith.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 1.12 of an ordinance 
entitled, ‘“‘An ordinance regulating all 
matters concerning or pertaining to the 
Construction, Alteration, Repairs or Addi- 
tions to, Remodeling, Use Maintenance or 
Occupancy of Buildings or their Parts or 
Contents and Structures of Every Nature 
including the Storage and use of Inflam- 
mable Liquids and other readily Combust- 
ible or Explosive Substances in the City 
of Lansing, Michigan; Providing for Con- 
demnation and Stoppage of the use there 
of, and Wrecking of the same. Creating 
the Offices of Building Commissioner, 
Assistant Building Commissioner, and City 
Electrician, and Providing for the Office 
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, 


of the Building Department. Repealing all 
former Ordinances conflicting therewith,’’ 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Sec. 1.12. Before proceeding with the 
erection, alteration, repair, moving or 
change of class of any building or other 
structure regulated by this code, a permit 
shall be obtained from the Department of 
Buildings. To obtain such a, permit the 
applicant shall file two complete sets of 
plans drawn to a scale of not less than 
one-eighth (4%) inch per foot, showing 
all detailed structural features, and two 
sets of specifications as well as an appli- 
cation giving the location, proposed occu- 
pancy, estimated cost, volume in cubic 
feet except in the case of alterations, and 
such other reasonable information as may 
be required by the Department, and all 
duly signed and acknowledged before a 
Notary Public. All such plans shall be 
signed by a registered architect or engineer, 
who shall so certify that to the best of 
his knowledge and belief that the plans 
and specifications are so designed as to 
comply with the reqquirements of this eode, 
except in the case of plans for single and 
two family dwellings, sheds and garages 
for not more than four (4) automobiles, 
EXCEPT WHERE BOND IS REQUIRED 
AS HEREINAFTER PROVIDED. The De- 
partment shall approve such plans if 
found to comply with this and other ordi- 
nances and with the State Laws within 
two (2) working days after same are filed, 
and shall issue permit desired upon pay- 
ment of proper fee. If not approved, plans 
shall be returned at the end of two (2) 
days, but not more than one week. 


PROVIDED, HOWEVER, THAT IN 
ALL APPLICATIONS FOR A BUILDING 
PERMIT WHEREIN THE ESTIMATED 
COST OF ERECTISN, ALTERATION, 
REPAIR OR MOVING OF ANY BUILD- 
ING OR OTHER STRUCTURE IS $500.00 
OR MORE NO PERMIT SHALL ISSUE 
UNDER THIS SECTION UNLESS AND 
UNTIL THE APPLICANT THEREFOR 
SHALL FURNISH A BOND WITH GOOD 
AND SUFFICIENT SURETY OR SURE- 
TIES, RUNNING TO THE CITY OF 
LANSING, TO BE APPROVED BY THE 
CITY COUNCIL, IN A PENALTY OF 
NOT LESS THAN $3.00 PER FRONT 
FOOT OF THE LAND UPON WHICH 
SUCH ERECTION, ALTERATION, RE- 
PAIR OR MOVING IS PROPOSED, TO 
INDEMNIFY THE SAID CITY OF LAN- 
SING OF AND FROM ANY DAMAGE 
DONE TO ANY CURB, GUTTER OR 
SIDEWALK THAT RESULTS FROM 
SUCH ERECTION, ALTERATION, RE- 
PAIR OR MOVING OF ANY BUILDING, 
IN PURSUANCE TO WHICH SUCH AP- 
PLICATION FOR PERMIT IS MADE. 


Upon issuing a permit the Department 
shall return one approved set of plans and 
specifications and shall furnish a water- 
proof card to the applicant which card 
shall be notice of permit and shall show 
the location and general character of the 
work to be done and the number of the 
permit. Such cards shall be posted in a 
conspiciuous place not more than twelve 
feet (12’) above the grade and maintained 
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there until the work has been completed. 
No permit shall be issued for any build- 
ing or other structure upon any land which 
has been condemned for any puublic im- 
provement, and no permit shall be issued 
for any building or other structure upon 
any land ordered condemned by the Com- 
mon Council for any public improvement 
until a notice of such proposed condemna- 
tion has. been affixed to the plans, appli- 
cation and permit. 


No workman, sub-contractor or contrac- 
tor shall proceed with any work regulated 
by this ordinance unless the notice of 
permit is posted as required in this ordi- 
nance. Failure to observe this require- 
ment will constitute a violation of this 
code. 


The issuance of a permit for the build- 
ing of any structure shall in nowise act 
as a guaranty of the sufficiency of the 
plans, nor shall it act as a guarantee 
of the adequacy of any structural member 
to sustain the stresses required of it under 
the terms of this code. 


If at any time it shall be found that 
any structural member of any building is 
not adequate to safely sustain the loads 
required of it within the stress require- 
ments of this Code, the building inspector 
shall have the power to order such mem- 
ber or members increased to adequate 
strength to comply with the Code require- 
ments.

2) South Cedar Street at Cavanaugh 
Road; 


3) Kalamazoo Street at Hayford Street; 


4) Pennsylvania Avenue at Jerome 
Street. 


In submitting this recommendation to 
the City Council, the Commission does so 
only after having given careful considera- 
tion to studies made at the four above 
intersections. 


With references to the two requests for 
signals on Cedar Street, the surveys were 
made jointly with the Michigan State High- 
way Department and the traffic counts 
made at these locations indicated that there 
was not sufficient cross traffic to warrant 
signalization. For example, at Cavanaugh 
Road, the total number of vehicles cross- 
ing Cedar Street or making a left turn in 
an eight hour period was only 119 com- 
pared to 5603 through vehicles on Cedar 
Street. At Jolly Road the number of 
vehicles crossing Cedar Street was con- 
siderably less than at Cavanaugh Road. 


At Kalamazoo Street and Hayford Street, 
the cross traffic on Hayford Street was 
negligible. The original petition stated 
that the signal was more for the pedes- 
trians using the facilities of the grocery 
store at the northwest corner of Kalama- 
zoo Street and Hayford Street. 


At Pennsylvania Avenue and Jerome 
Street, observations were made both during 
the period when school was dismissing as 
well as after the close of the school term. 
The original petition stated that the signal 
was felt needed for the protection of school 
children at this intersection but observa- 
tions indicated very few people crossing 
Pennsylvania Avenue at this point and 
those who did cross did so without inter- 
ference from traffic. 


These requests, as you no doubt realize, 
are all on streets which carry a consider- 
able amount of traffic into and out of 
Lansing and by installing unnecessary 
signals, the flow of traffic is considerably 
retarded resulting in traffic congestion 
about which we hear so much lately. 


Traffic signals are not the cure for all 
traffic conditions and should be installed 
only at such intersections where the amount 
of both vehicular and pedestrian traffic is 
of such density to warrant signalization. 


At the present time there are 81 inter- 
sections within the city limits which are 
signalized and no doubt in time to come, 
additional intersections will, of necessity, 
have to be properly signalized. 
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At the four above mentioned locations, 
the Commission believes that no immediate 
signalization is necessary.

SUGGESTED ORDINANCE 


An Ordinance adopting precised plats 
showing the proposed future outside lines 
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of downtown alleys, and declaring the in- 
tention of the City of Lansing to acquire 
privately owned lands within said proposed 
future outside lines, and regulating the 
erection, construction, reconstruction, or 
alteration of buildings or structures within 
said proposed lines. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That, under authority of 
Act No. 222 of the Public Acts of Michi- 
gan of 1948, and in accordance with the 
Master Plan of Alleys for the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, as adopted by the Lan- 
sing City Plan Commission on May 4, 1950, 
said Plan Commission has made and certi- 
fied detailed and precised plats showing 
the proposed future outside lines of pro- 
posed alleys, which plats are hereby adopt- 
ed and made a part of this Ordinance. 


Section 2. It is hereby declared that 
the adoption of such certified plats shall 
not of themselves constitute or be deemed 
to constitute the taking of any land for 
the widening or opening of such alleys, 
nor the depriving of any legally recorded 
owner of land located within said outside 
lines from reasonable use of such land as 
provided hereinafter, but it shall be the 
intention of the City of Lansing to ac- 
quire or cause to be acquired from time 
to time the privately owned lands lying 
within said outside lines as shown on said 
plats, adequate in width and design to pro- 
vide for free movement of traffic, and to 
provide for the general welfare, conveni- 
ence and safety of the people of the City 
of Lansing. 


Section 8. After the effective date of 
this Ordinance, no permit shall be issued 
for, and no building or structure or part 
thereof shall be erected or constructed, and 
no building or structure shall be altered 
or reconstructed within said outside lines 
as shown on portions of said plat located 
within the corporate limits of the City of 
Lansing, or which may from time to time 
become located therein, except as otherwise 
provided for in this Ordinance. 


Section 4. The legally recorded owner 
of any land located within said outside 
lines as set forth in Section 3 above may 
file with the Lansing Zoning Board of 
Appeals an appeal for a special permit for 
the erection, construction, reconstruction, 
or alteration of a building or structure, 
or part thereof, within said outside lines, 
and the Zoning Board of Appeals may re- 
ceive, consider, and take action upon such 
appeal subject to the conditions and limita- 
tions set forth hereinafter. 


Section 5. Upon appeal, the. Zoning 
Board of Appeals shall determine the facts 
relating thereto, and, before taking any 
action, shall hold a public hearing thereon, 
at least ten (10) days’ notice of the time 
and place of which shall be given to the 
appellant by mail sent to the address speci- 
fied by the appellant in his appeal peti- 
tion. 


Section 6. The Zoning Board of Appeals 
shall have the power on appeal filed in 
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accordance with the provisions of this 
Ordinance, and subject specifically to limi- 
tations set forth in Section. hereunder, 
to authorize the granting of a permit for 
and the erection, construction, reconstruc- 
tion, or alteration of a building, or struc- 
ture, or part thereof, within said outside 
lines as shown on said plat, in any case 
in which the Board finds, upon the evidence 
and arguments presented to it in such 
appeal, (a) that the property of the 
appellant located in whole, or in part, 
within the outside lines shown on the plat 
can not yield a reasonable return to the 
owner unless such permit is granted, and 
(b) that, balancing the interest of the 
municipality in preserving the integrity 
of the plat herein adopted, and the interests 
of the owner of the property in the use 
and benefits of his property, the granting 
of such permit is required by considera- 
tions of justice and equity. 


Section 7. In the event the Board decides 
to authorize a building permit and erection, 
it shall provide the greatest possible pro- 
tection to the intent and purpose of this 
Ordinance by specifying the exact location, 
ground area, height, and other details and 
conditions of size, character and construc- 
tion, and also the duration of the building, 
structure, or part thereof, to be permitted. 
Before authorizing the granting of such 
a permit, the Board shall obtain from the 
owner a signed and notarized agreement 
that, at such time as the City desires to 
acquire the property, the owner shall re- 
move such permitted building or structure, 
or part thereof, at his own expense, and 
without compensation from the City. 


Section 8. In the event the Board finds 
it necessary, in consideration of justice 
and equity, to authorize the issuing of a 
permit for a building or structure, or part 
thereof, within said outside lines, a period 
of 60 days shall elapse after such decision 
is reached before the permit is issued, in 
order that notice of such decision may be 
transmitted without delay by the Board to 
the City Council, which thereupon may 
decide, at its discretion, to acquire the 
property in order to prevent the erection 
of any building or structure which would 
render such property difficult to acquire 
at a later time. 


Section 9. Amendments to this Ordi- 
nance, or changes in the outside lines 
shown on the plat accompanying and made 
a part of this Ordinance shall be made in 
accordance with the State Law pertaining 
thereto. 


Section 10. This Ordinance is declared 
severable and if any section or any part 
of a section is held to be unconstitutional 
the validity of the balance of this ordi- 
nance shall not be affected thereby.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 8, 8A, 8B and 9 of 
an ordinance entitled, “An Ordinance to 
regulate and restrict the location of trades 
and industries and the location of build- 
ings designed for specified uses, to regu- 
late and limit the height and bulk of 
buildings hereafter erected or altered, to 
regulate and determine the area of yards, 
courts and other open spaces surrounding 
buildings, to limit and restrict the maxi- 
mum number of families which may be 
housed in dwellings hereafter erected or 
altered, and for said purposes to divide 
the’ city into districts and within such 
districts to regulate and restrict the erec- 
tion, construction, reconstruction, altera- 
tion, repair or use of buildings, structures 
and' land, to provide for the ‘administra- 
tion of - ‘said regulations and to prescribe 
penalties for the violation of the provisions 
hereof, and to provide for the enforcement

herewith,’’ are hereby amended to read as 
follows:

Use Regulations 
“F’? Commercial District 


In the “F’” Commercial District any 
building or land except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this ordinance may be used for 
any use permitted in the Apartment Dis- 
tricts or for any other use except the 
following :

(15) Public garage, except where such 
garage is purely incidental to an 
automobile salesroom where _ the 
major business is the display and sale 
of new automobiles by an authorized 
agency, and provided further that the 
area allowed for the repair and stor- 
age of cars shall not be nearer than 
thirty (80) feet to the front line of 
the building. 


(16) Milk distributing station other than 
a retail business conducted on the 
premises. 


(17) Stone monumental works (employing 
more than five (5) persons). 


(18) Storage warehouse. 
(19) Wholesale business. 


(20) Any use excluded from the Light 
Industrial Districts, | . kh 
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(21) Any kind of manufacture or treat- 
ment other than manufacture or 
treatment of products clearly inci- 
dental to the conduct of retail busi- 
ness conducted on the premises. 


(22) No theatre shall be erected within 
this district unless there is provided 
on the same lot, or within three 
hundred (300) feet thereof, a space 
for off-street parking which contains 
an area adequate to accommodate one 
(1) automobile for every six (6) seats 
in the theater. 


This restriction shall apply only to 
theaters erected outside the Fire 
Limits. 


SECTION 8 (A) 
Use Regulations 
“G” Business District 


In the “G” District no building or land 
shall be used and no building shall be 
hereafter erected, converted or structur- 
ally altered, unless otherwise provided in 
this ordinance, except for one or more of 
the following uses: 


(1) Any use permitted in the “F’ Com- 
mercial District. 


(2) Storage warehouses. 


(3) Public garages used primarily for 
the storage of motor-driven vehicles. 


No theatre shall be erected within this 
district unless there is provided on the 
same lot, or within three hundred (300) 
feet thereof, a space for off-street parking 
which contains an area adequate to accom- 
modate one (1) automobile for every six 
(6) seats in the theater. 


This restriction shall apply only to 
theaters erected outside the Fire Limits. 


SECTION 8 (B)

“G-2”” Wholesale District 


In the “G-2” District no building or land 
shall be used and no building shall be 
hereafter erected, converted or structur- 
ally altered, unless otherwise provided in 
this ordinance, except for one or more of 
the following uses:

The objections of neighbors in the vicin- 
ity of the Centrifugal Fusing Company re- 
ferred to Mr. Caldwell and me resulted in 
a call upon Mr. J. E. Garlent of the Motor 
Wheel Corporation a few days ago. 


It was understood that the Motor Wheel 
Corporation owned the building including 
the cupolas. The matter was discussed wjth 
Mr. Garlent who determined for us that 
Mr. Wagner of the Centrifugal Company 
had placed orders for two specially designed 
cupolas to replace the ones now in use 
with the Whiting Corporation at a cost of 
$16,704 each to be delivered at the earliest 
possible date. 


Not the least of the complaints have been 
caused by the Company’s inability to ob- 
tain sufficient coke of the right quality 
due to a strike now in existence in Detroit 
at the Semet-Solvay Corporation. 


Mr. Wagner assured us and took us out 
into the plant to demonstrate how by 
careful management the nuisance might 
be cut down as much as possible until the 
cupolas are available and installed. 
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We both felt that we were assured of 
all possible cooperation. from both Mr. 
Wagner and Mr. Garlent.

Gentlemen : 
Re: Ordinance regulating Truck Routes 


During the past week, considerable study 
has been given to a revision of our present 
truck ordinance to permit more flexible 
truck operations on our city streets. From 
information which has been at our dis- 
posal, it is believed that by providing 
additional north and south streets, to be 
located on the east side and on the west 
side of the city, that most of the objec- 
tion to our present ordinance would be 
overcome. The opinion has also been ex- 
pressed that certain streets on the truck 
routes should be usable only during cer- 
tain hours, such as 7:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. 
daily except Sundays. As a result of the 
information which we have gathered, I am 
attaching, hereto, two lists of streets which 
can be designated as official truck routes. 


The first list will be those streets which 
are usable 24 hours a day, 7 days a week. 
The second list are those streets on which 
we would propose that truck operations 
be allowed between the hours of 7:00 a.m. 
and 6:00 p.m. daily except Sundays. All 
the streets on this second list are new addi- 
tions to the present truck routes except 
North Street, Willow Street, Logan Street 
and Shiawassee Street, which we recom- 
mend changing from 24 hour operations to 
restricted operations. 


One other change recommended is the 
extension of Washington Avenue as a 24 
ape truck street from Elm Street to Main 

treet. 


It is also recommended that in the event 
of any unusual movements over streets 
not on the official truck routes that the 
Traffic Engineer be authorized to issue per- 
mits to individuals wishing to use those 
streets.

On September 5 you referred a com.

mittee on Taxation and me in which Mr 
Pressley asked advice as to how a charg¢e 
made by Landel Metropolitan District fo:

territory, in the amount of $12,400, shoulc 
spread. 
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There appears to be no authority in the 
City Charter for spreading fire hydrant 
charges against any special assessment dis- 
trict in the City. You will recall that for 
a number of years the City paid to the 
Board of Water and Light an annual 
charge of $45.00 for fire hydrants in the 
City out of the general fund. As you 
know, this practice has been abandoned as 
that together with electricity and water is 
now provided by the Board without charge. 


There would appear to be no difference 
between that situation and the one now 
before you in regard to the Everett Dis- 
trict, except that the present question is 
one dealing with Landel Metropolitan Dis- 
trict rather than with the Board, a de- 
partment of city government. 


I, therefore, conclude that the charge 
should be paid out of the general fund and 
not from any special assessment upon the 
inhabitants of the Everett District.

TAXICAB ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 
Addition to Section 2: 


Public convenience shall determine the 
requirements for additional taxicab trans- 
portation in the City of Lansing. The 
term ‘“‘Public Convenience and Necessity’”’ 
shall be construed to mean a genuine need 
for taxicab transportation in order to 
adequately and properly serve the needs 
and conveniences of the general public of 
the City of Lansing. 


Section 3: 


In the determination by the City Council 
as to whether public convenience and 
necessity, as defined, shall require the issu- 
ance of additional licenses, the Council 
shall consider the following: 


A-1: The effect on traffic congestion, 
parking and safety of the public streets. 


A-2: The effect upon working conditions 
and wages or other compensation paid to 
drivers of taxicabs of existing holders of 
licenses. 


A-3: Whether persons holding licenses 
for the operation of taxicabs are, under 
normal conditions, adequately serving the 
public. 


A-4: The resulting effect upon the busi- 
ness of the then existing holders of li- 
censes, and upon the existing agencies of 
mass transportation. 


A-5: Whether the requirements of Pub- 
lic Convenience and Necessity can be ade- 
quately met and complied with only by 
the issuance of licenses, to additional 
applicants. 


If applications are made for the issu- 
ance of taxicab licenses and the trans- 
portation committee and the City Council 
find that Public Convenience and Necessity 
require the issuance of additional licenses, 
the Council shal] first permit the present 
licensed operators of taxicab transporta- 
tion an opportunity to supply such addi- 
tional equipment as is needed. A stay of 
ninety days shall become automatically 
effective to permit the present operators 
of taxicab transportation to provide the 
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City of Lansing with a plan for supply- 
ing such additional transportation by 
agreement among themselves. If such 
agreement is not forthcoming, the City 
of Lansing shall, by action of its trans- 
portation committee and City Council, 
apportion such licenses as _ has_ been 
deemed required among operators of taxi- 
cab equipment, doing business at the time 
the applications for new licenses was made.

On September 5, 1950, a resolution was 
introduced by Ald. Hayden requesting that 
the Traffic Commission submit recommenda- 
tions to the City Council to help alleviate 
the traffic problem in Lansing. This mat- 
ter has been given very serious considera- 
tion by the commission and recommenda- 
tions which they have seen fit to make 
are those which entail a minimum expend- 
iture of money. 


It is quite apparent to anyone using the 
streets during rush hours, and especially 
going east, that additional arteries must 
eventually be opened to take care of this 
traffic. The same can be said, in a some- 
what lesser degree, of traffic going south 
since there are no through streets between 
Washington Avenue and Logan Street. 
These are projects which would run into 
considerable money but eventually must be 
faced if traffic volumes increase as they 
have done in the past five years. 


As stated before, the recommendations 
which are herewith submitted, totaling 
thirteen in number, are changes in regu- 
lations which the commission believed 
would have a definite improving effect on 
the traffic flow. The commission suggests 
that before any action is taken by the 
Ordinance Committee on approval or dis- 
approval of any one of the items men- 
tioned, that serious consideration be given 
to their value on a city-wide basis.

Gentlemen : 


You will recall that you instructed me, 
some months ago, to institute proceedings 
in condemnation of the Heldmeyer prop- 
erty for the Civic Auditorium. You will 
also bear in mind that there are a total 
of 14 parcels remaining in this two block 
area which have not as yet been acquired. 


Upon filing the petition a motion was 
made to dismiss upon the ground that the 
action was indivisible, meaning that all 
remaining and unacquired properties had 
to be joined in the same proceeding. It 
was contended that should this action be 
earried through to a conclusion by a find- 
ing, first, that the taking of the property 
was necessary, and second, an awarding of 
compensation to the owners a_ different 
result might follow in any one or all ac- 
tions that might follow in an attempt ta 
acquire the remaining properties. The case 
was submitted to the court and briefs pre- 
pared after which the court entered an 
order. dismissing the instant case. 


On the above grounds, the meaning of 
the decision is that all the owners oi 
remaining properties must be joined sc 
that one jury may pass on the necessity 
of taking property and fixing compensation 
to be paid the respective owners of the

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS 


Alderman Munyon arrived. 


October 23, 1950 


Honorable Mayor and 
Members of the City Council 
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Gentlemen: 


At the present time there is an ordi- 
nance which covers the issue of License to 
certain lines of business in the City of 
Lansing. It is my opinion that if this 
ordinance was broader in scope te cover 
every line of business it would be consider- 
able help in the collecting of Personal 
taxes. 


As it is now, if a party wishes to secure 
a Liquor license this applicant is first 
cleared with the City Treasurer as to pay- 
ment of taxes, and no license is issued 
unless taxes are paid. If this procedure 
was followed in the issuing of all Licenses 
and renewals of same a loophole for eva- 
sion of past due taxes would be plugged. 


There are some lines of business where 
the ownership changes several times a 
year, and it requires a lot of work by 
the T'reasurer’s staff to collect the tax. 
Whereas, if the right by license to operate 
a business was governed by the issuing of 
a license with what might be called a 
clear title as far as taxes were involved 
the City would be better protected against 
tax loss. 


There are several angles to an ordinance 
of this nature which could be included, 
such as permit to hold closing out or 
quitting business sale where tax is not 
paid. Moving permit before any licensed 
mover would move a stock of merchandise 
out of the City, etc. 


I would like to see the Council Ordi- 
nance Committee give this suggestion some 
thought and would be glad to work with 
them, and the City Attorney in the pos- 
sibility of drafing of such an ordinance.

An ordinance to amend Sections 2 and 3 
f an ordinance entitled, “An ordinance 
o license and regulate taxicab owners and 
axicab drivers, to prescribe conditions 
nder which they may do business on the 
treets of the City of Lansing; to fix the 
ates of fare charged for the use of such 
ehicles, to provide for traffic regulations 
overning same; to require the installing 
f meters thereon, and to provide penalties 
or violation thereof.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 2 and 3 of an ordi- 
ance entitled, “‘An ordinance to license 


rivers, to prescribe conditions under which 
hey may do business on the streets of the 
ity of Lansing; to fix the rates of fare 
harged for the use of such vehicles, to 
rovide for traffic regulations governing 
ame; to require the installing of meters 
hereon, and to provide penalties for viola- 
ion thereof,” are hereby amended to read 
s follows: 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 
ny person, firm or corporation, or co- 


Pperated for hire. within the limits of the 
ity of Lansing, a taxicab, without first 
btaining a license therefor from the City 
lerk ; Provided, that no such license shall 


o satisfy a genuine need for taxicab trans- 
ortation to properly and adequately pro- 
ide for the public convenience and neces- 
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sity of the people in said City of Lansing. 


Section 3. The City Clerk is hereby 
authorized to grant licenses for the pur- 
pose aforesaid to any citizen of the United 
States, who is a resident of the State of 
Michigan and of the age of 21 years and 
upward, and of good moral character, or 
to any corporation or co-partnership auth- 
orized to operate taxicabs in accordance 
with the laws of the State of Michigan, 
subject to the following conditions: 


In the determination by the City Council 
of the number of taxicabs required to 
provide for the public ‘convenience and 
necessity the Council shall consider the 
following: 


(a) The effect on traffic congestion, 


parking and safety of the public streets. 


(b) The effect upon working conditions 
and wages or other compensation paid to 
drivers of taxicabs of existing holders of 
licenses. 


(c) Whether persons holding licenses for 
the operation of taxicabs are, under normal 
conditions, adequately serving the public. 


(d) The resulting effect upon the busi- 
ness of the then existing holders of licen- 
ses, and upon the existing agencies of mass 
transportation. 


(e) Whether the requirements of public 
convenience and necessity can be ade- 
quately met and complied with only by the 
eee of licenses to additional appli- 
cants. 


Upon applications for additional taxicab 
licenses upon which the Council has deter- 
mined that public convenience and neces- 
sity requires the issuance of additional 
licenses the Council shall advise the li- 
censed operators of taxicab transportation 
within the City upon the date of sueh 
applications that it has determined such 
public convenience and necessity requires 
the issuance of additional licenses and the 
number thereof, and that such licensees 
have 90 days from the date of such deter- 
mination to supply such additional trans- 
portation and upon their failure to do so 
within such period the Council may issue 
such additional licenses as such convenience 
and necessity requires. 


(f) Upon applicant’s executing and fil- 
ing with the City Clerk a bond to the City 
of Lansing in the sum of $5,000, with 
proper and adequate sureties, conditioned 
that each taxicab will be operated in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the laws 
of the State of Michigan and the Charter 
and ordinances of the City of Lansing, and 
that any judgment rendered in any court 
against such applicant or the driver of 
any taxicab, arising out of damage or in- 
jury to any person or property caused 
by the negligent operation of any such 
taxicab, will be paid. Any person damni- 
fied by the negligent operation of any 
taxicab belonging to the applicant, whether 
operated on lease from the applicant or 
otherwise, may, in the name of the City 
of Lansing but at his own sole costs and 
charges, institute an action upon the same. 
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(gz) Further, upon filing with the City 
Clerk proper evidence, which shall include 
a copy of the policy, that the applicant 
has procured insurance in an insurance 
company permitted to do business in the 
State of Michigan, which insurance con- 
tract guarantees the payment of that part 
of any judgment against the applicant or 
an individual driver of any such taxicab, 
over and above the initial sum of $5,000, 
with a maximum liability on the part of 
such insurance company of $10,000 for 
any one person and $20,000 for any one 
accident, which said insurance contract 
shall cover any liability or bodily injuries 
or death occurring from the negligent 
operation of any such taxicab. 


(h) Such policy shall bear an endorse- 
ment to the effect that the insurance com- 
pany shall notify the City Clerk at least 
ten days before the expiration of such 
policy, whether by way of cancellation or 
limitation of term. 


(i) Filing with the City Clerk the num- 
ber of taxicabs to be operated under such 
license if granted and a description of 
each, including the maker’s name, serial 
pe phen model, year and accounting num- 

er. 


(j) Payment to the City Treasurer of 
the sum of $25.00 for each taxicab to be 
kept and used as aforesaid for public hire. 


Such license or licenses shall expire on 
the 30th day of April of each year, but 
shall be revocable by the City Council 
for proper cause. 


When such license shall be granted, there 
shall be issued to be affixed to the rear 
of all taxicabs operated under such license, 
a metal license plate not exceeding six 
inches in length, which shall bear the 
license number of the taxicab and the de- 
sign of which shall be changed annually.

In the “E-1” Drive-In District the height

Side Yard: There shall be a side yard 
on each side of the building having a 
width of not less than ten (10) percent 
of the width of the lot, provided such side 
yard shall not be less than four (4) feet 
in width. ' 


Front Yard: There shall be a front yard 
line of not less than twenty (20) feet to 
the front line of the building and not less

(40) per cent or more of the frontage, 
between intersecting streets, are developed

The cities of Lansing and Saginaw have 
appealed to the Circuit Court to reverse 
the order of the Michigan Public Service 
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Commission, entered August 12, 1949, in 
which Consumers Power Company was 
granted an increase of $1,161,000 annually 
in rates for gas, after an earlier order 
for $1,800,000 had been granted from 
which we took no appeal. 


You will recall that upon granting the 
order for $1,800,000 the company accepted 
the benefits of such order and put the 
additional rates into effect, but at the same 
time asked that the Commission grant a 
further increase because of facts and cir- 
cumstances arising since the date of the 
earlier order. We contended the Commis- 
sion was without power to grant a further 
increase and have successfully maintained 
that position in the decision of Judge Mar- 
vin J. Salmon, entered on December 8, 
1950, in which the Commission was re- 
versed. 


Unless reversal follows upon appeal it 
will be necessary for the Company to re- 
fund to the rate payers such increase as it 
has collected since August 12, 1949, now 
somewhat in excess of one and one-half 
million dollars. It would be some time, 
however, before the mechanism of a re. 
fund could be worked out as I am sure 
you will appreciate there are many thou- 
sands of users all of whom would have to 
be considered.

ORDINANCE 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by the Committee on Ordinances, read the 
first and second time by its title and re 
ferred to the Committee on Ordinances. 
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An ordinance to amend Sections 1, 2, 3, 
5, 11 and 26 of the ordinance entitled, 
‘An ordinance to regulate and restrict the 
location of trades and industries and the 
location of buildings designed for speci- 
fied uses, to regulate and limit the height 
and bulk of buildings hereafter erected or 
altered, to regulate and determine the area 
of yards, courts, and other open spaces 
surrounding buildings, to limit and restrict 
the maximum number of families which 
may be housed in dwellings hereafter 
erected or altered, and for said purposes 
to divide the city into districts and within 
such districts to regulate and restrict the 
erection, construction, reconstruction, al- 
teration, repair or use of buildings, struc- 
tures and land, to provide for the admini- 
stration of said regulations and to pre- 
scribe penalties for the violation of the 
provisions hereof, and to provide for the 
enforcement hereof, and to repeal the 
Zoning Ordinance passed June 13th, 1927 
and all amendments thereto and all other 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict herewith,” and to add thereto new 
secre to stand as Sections 6B, 12A and 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 1, 2, 3, 5 11 and 26 
of the ordinance entitled, ‘“‘An ordinance 
to regulate and restrict the location of 
trades and industries and the location of 
buildings designed for specified uses, to 
regulate and limit the height and bulk of 
buildings hereafter erected or altered, to 
regulate and determine the area of yards, 
courts and other open spaces surrounding 
buildings, to limit and restrict the maxi- 
mum number of families which may be 
housed in dwellings hereafter erected or 
altered, and for said purposes to divide 
the city into districts and within such 
districts to regulate and restrict the erec- 


. tion, construction, reconstruction, altera- 


tion, repair or use of buildings, structures 
and land, to provide for the administration 
of said regulations and to prescribe penal- 
ties for the violation of the provisions 
hereof, and to provide for the enforce- 
ment hereof, and to repeal the Zoning 
Ordinance passed June 13th, 1927, and 
all amendments thereto and all other crdi- 
nances or parts of ordinances in confict 
herewith,’’ are hereby amended and new 
sections to stand as Sections 6B, 12A and 
1KA are hereby added, said amended sec- 
tions and new sections to read as follows: 


SECTION 1 
Definitions 


For the purpose of this ordinance, cer- 
tain terms and words are herewith defined 
as follows: 


Words used in the present tense include 
the future; words in the singular include 
the plural number, and words in the plural 
number include the singular number; the 
word “building” includes the word “struc- 
ture’: the word “shall’’ is mandatory and 
not directory. (Any word not herein de- 
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fined shall be construed as defined in the 
Housing Code of Michigan, Act 167, Pub- 
lic Acts of 1917, and amendments thereto.) 


Accessory Building: A subordinate build- 
ing or portion of main building, the use 
of which is incidental to that of the main 
building. 


Alley: A way which affords only a 
secondary means of access to abutting 
property. 


. Apartment House: See Multiple Dwell- 
ing. 


Apartment: a—A one-room apartment 
is herein defined as an apartment contain- 
ing one livable room. 


b—A two or more room apartment is 
one having two or more livable rooms. 


Basement: A story having part but not 
more than one-half (14) its height below 
grade. A basement is counted as a story 
for the purpose of height regulations, if 
subdivided and used for business or dwell- 
ing purposes by others than a janitor em- 
ployed on the premises. 


Boarding House: A building other than 
a hotel, where, for compensation and by 
prearrangement for definite periods, meals, 
or lodgings and meals, are provided for 
three (3) or more persons, but not exceed- 
ing twenty (20) persons. 


Building, Height of: The vertical dis- 
tance measured from the curb level to the 
highest point of the roof surface if a flat 
roof; to the deck line of mansard roofs; 
and to the mean height level between eaves 
and ridge of gable, hip, and gambel roofs. 
For buildings set back from the street line 
the height of the building may be measured 
from the average elevation of the finished 
grade along the front of the building. 


Building: A _ structure having a roof 
supported by columns or walls and when 
separated by a division wall without open- 
ings, each portion of such building shall 
be deemed a separate building, except as 
provided in Section 19. 


Cellar: A story having more than one- 
half (4%) of its height below the average 
level of the adjoining ground. A cellar 
shall not be counted as a story for pur- 
poses of height measurement. 


Curb Level: The level of the established 
curb in front of the building measured at 
the center of such front. Where no curb 
has been established the city engineer shall 


establish such curb level or its equivalent 


for the purpose of this ordinance. 


District: Any section of the City of 
Lansing for which the regulations govern- 
ing the use of buildings and premises or 
the height and bulk of buildings or the 
maximum number of families are uniform. 


Dwelling: Any building, or portion there- 
of, which is designed or used exclusively 
for residential purposes. 
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Dwelling, One-family: A detached build- 
ing designed for or occupied exclusively 
by one family. 


Dwelling, Two-family: A detached or 
semi-detached building designed for or 
occupied exclusively by two families, living 
independently of each other. 


Dwelling, Multiple: A building or por- 
ion thereof used or designed as a resi- 
dence for three or more families living 
independently of each other, and doing 
their own cooking in said building, includ- 
ing apartments, apartment hotels and 
group houses. ‘ 


Family: One or more persons occupying 
a premises and living as a single house- 
keeping unit, as distinguished from a 
group occupying a boarding house, a lodg- 
ing house, or hotel, as herein defined. 


Filling Station: Any building or prem- 
ises used solely or principally for the stor- 
ing, dispensing, sale or offering for sale 
at retail of any automobile fuels or oils. 


Frontage: All property on one side of 
a street or place between two intersecting 
streets or places (crossing or terminating) 
measured along the line of the street or 
place, or if the street or place be dead- 
ended then all of the property abutting on 
one side between an intersecting street or 
place and the dead-end of the strest or 
place. 


Garage, Private: An accessory building 
designed or used for the storage of not 
more than three (3) motor-driven vehicles 
owned and used by the occupants of the 
building to which it is accessory. 


Garage, Public: Any premises, except 
those described as a private or storage 
garage, used for the storage or care of 
self-propelled vehicles, or where any such 
vehicles are equipped for operation, re- 
paired or kept for remuneration hire or 
sale, 


Garage, Storage: A building or portion 
thereof designed or used exclusively for 
term storage by prearrangement of motor- 
driven vehicles, as distinguished from daily 
storage furnished transients, and at which 
motor fuels and oils are not sold, and 
motor-driven vehicles are not equipped, 
repaired, hired or sold. 


Group Houses: A group of dwellings not 
more than two rooms deep facing upon 
a place as herein defined. 


Grade: A—for buildings having walls 
adjoining one street only the elevation of 
the sidewalk at the center of the wall 
adjoining the street. 


B—For buildings having walls adjoining 
more than one street the average of the 
elevation of the sidewalk at the centers 
of all walls adjoining the streets. 


C—For buildings having no wall adjoin- 
ing the street the average level of the 
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finished surface of the ground adjacent to 
the exterior walls of the building. 


Any wall approximately parallel to and 
not more than five (5) feet from a street 
line is to be considered as adjoining the 
street. 


Home Occupation: Any occupation or 
profession carried on by a member of a 
family residing on the premises, in con- 
nection with which ther: is used no sign 
other than one non-illuminrted name plate 
which is not more than one square foot in 
area, attached to the building entrance; 
provided that no commodity is sold upon 
the premises; provided that no person is 
employed other than a member of the 
immediate family residing on the premises ; 
provided that no equipment is used except 
such that is used normally for purely do- 


mestic or household purposes; and that no . 


display pertaining to such occupation be 
visible from the street; and provided that 
not over twenty-five (25%) per cent of 
the total actual floor area of any story 
is used for home occupation or professional 
purposes. 


. Hotel: A building occupied as the more 
or less temporary abiding place of indi- 
viduals who are lodged with or without 
meals and in which there are more than 
twelve (12) sleeping rooms usually occu- 
pied singly and no provision made for 
cooking in any individual room or apart- 
ment. 


Lodging House: A building where lodg- 
ing only is provided for compensation to 
three (3) or more, but not exceeding 
twenty (20) persons, in contradistinctio 
to hote!s open to transients. 


Lot of Record: A lot which is a part 
of a subdivision, the map of which has 
been recorded in the office of the Register 
of Deeds of Ingham County, or a lot de- 
scribed by metes and bounds, the deed to 
which has been recorded in the office of 
the Register of Deeds of Ingham County. 


Lot: Land occupied or to be occupied 
by a building and its accessory buildings 
together with such open spaces as sre 
required under this ordinance and having 
its principal frontage upon a street or 
officially approved place. 


: Corner Lot: A lot situated at the junc- 
tion of two or more streets or places. 


; ii a Lot: A lot other than a corner 
(@] . 


Through Lot: An interior lot having 
frontage on two parallel or approximately 
parallel streets. 


Lot Lines: The lines bounding a lot. 


Non-Conforming Use: Any building or 
land lawfully occupied by a use at the time 
of passage of this ordinance or amend- 
ments thereto which does not conform 
after the passage of this ordinance or 
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amendments thereto with the use regula- 
tions of the district in which it is situated. 


Parking Space: <An_ accessible area, 
either garage or surfaced area, not less 
than eight (8) feet in width and twenty 
(20) feet in length which can be used 
for parking a motor vehicle at all times. 


Place: An open unoccupied space other 
than a street or alley permanently reserved 
as the principal means of access to abut- 
ting property. 


Stable, Private: A stable with capacity 
for not more than two horses, provided, 
however, that the capacity of a private 
stable may be increased if the premises 
whereon such stable is located contains an 
area of not‘less than five thousand (5,000) 
square feet for each horse accommodated. 


Stable, Public: A stable, other than a 
private stable, with a capacity for more 
than two horses. 


Story: That portion of a building in- 
cluded between the surface of any floor and 
the surface of the floor next above it, or 
if there be no floor above it, then the space 
between such floor and the ceiling next 
above it. 


Story, Half: A space under a sloping 
roof which has the line of intersection of 
roof decking and wall face not more than 
three (3) feet above the top floor level, 
and in which space not more than two- 
thirds of the floor area is finished off for 
use. A _ half-story containing independent 
apartment or living quarters. shall be 
counted as a full story. 


Street: All property dedicated or intend- 
ed for public or private street purposes 
or subject to public easements therefor. 


Structure: Anything constructed or 
erected, the use of which requires more 
or less permanent location on the ground 
or attached to something having a per- 
manent location on the ground. When a 
structure is divided. into separate parts 
by an unpierced wall, each part shall be 
deemed a separate structure. 


Structural Alterations: Any change in 
the supporting members of a building such 
as bearing walls, columns, beams or gird- 
ers, or any substantial changes in the roof 
and exterior walls. 


Trailer or Tourist Camp: An area con- 
taining one or more structures . designed 
or intended to be used as temporary living 
facilities of two or more families and 
intended primarily for automobile transi- 
ents or providing spaces where two or 
more tents or auto trailers can be parked 
provided that no person or family occu- 
pies the parking or living facilities of 
such a camp for more than thirty (30) 
consecutive days. 


Yard: An open space on the same lot 
with a building unoccupied and unob- 
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as otherwise provided herein. The measure- 
ment of a yard shall be construed as the 
minimum horizontal distance between the 
lot line and the building or structure. 


Front Yard: A yard extending across 
the front of the lot between the inner side 
yard lines and measured between: 


(a) The front line of the lot and the 
structed from the ground upward, except 
nearest point of the building, 


and 


(b) The front line of the lot and the 
nearest point of any open, unen- 
closed porch or paved terrace. 


Rear Yard: A yard extending across the 
rear of a lot measured between lot lines 
and being the minimum horizontal distance 
between the rear lot line and the rear of 
the main building or any projections other 
than steps, unenclosed balconies or unen- 
closed porches. On corner lots the rear 
yard shall be considered as parallel to the 
street upon which the lot has its least 
dimension. On both corner lots and inter- 
ior lots the rear yard shall in all cases 
be at the opposite end of the lot from the 
front yard. 


Yard, Side: A yard between the side lot 


‘line and the nearest side line of the dwell- 


ing and extending from rear line of dwell- 
ing to the front lot line. 


SECTION 2 
Districts 


In order to regulate and restrict the 
location of buildings and other structures 
and of premises to be used for trade, 
industry, residence or other specified uses, 
to regulate and limit the height and bulk 
of buildings and other structures hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and deter- 
mine set-back building lines and the area 
of yards and other open spaces, the City 
of Lansing is hereby divided into districts 
of which there shall be FOURTEEN (14) 
known as:

The boundaries of the districts are 
shown upon the map attached hereto and 
made a part of this ordinance, which map 
is designated as the “District Map.”’ The 
district map and all notations, references 
and other information shown thereon are 
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a part of this ordinance and have the same 
force and effect as if the district map and 
all the notations, references and other 
information shown thereon were all fully 
set forth or described herein, which district 
map is properly attested and is on file 
with the Clerk of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan. 


All territory which may hereafter be 
annexed to the City of Lansing shall be 
considered as being in the ‘‘A” One-family 
District until otherwise changed by ordi- 
nance. 


Except as hereinafter provided: 


(1) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, enlarged, reconstructed or struc- 
turally altered, nor shall any land be used 
which does not comply with all the district 
regulations established by this ordinance 
for a district in which the building or land 
is located. 


(2) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, reconstructed or structurally altered 
to exceed tthe height or bulk limit herein 
established for the district in which such 
building is located. 


(3) No building shall be erected, con- 
verted, reconstructed or structurally altered 
so as to intrude upon the area required 
for the front, side and rear yards as 
herein established; provided further, that 
no yard or open space on adjoining prop- 
erty shall be considered as providing a 
yard or open space for a lot wherever a 
building is to be erected. 


(4) No lot area shall be so reduced or 
diminished that the yards or other open 
spaces shall be smaller than prescribed by 
this ordinance, nor shall the density of 
population be increased in any manner 
except in conformity with the area regu- 
lations as hereinafter provided, nor shall 
the area of any lot be reduced below the 
minimum requirements herein established. 


(5) Every building hereafter erected or 
structurally altered shall be located on a 
lot as herein defined and in no case shall 
there be more than one main building and 
the customary accessory building on one 
lot as hereinafter provided. 


SECTION 3 
Use Regulations 

“A-A”? and “A”? One-Family District 

In the “A-A” and “A” One-family Dis- 
tricts no building or land shall be used 
and no building shall be hereafter erected, 
converted or structurally altered, unless 
otherwise provided in this ordinance, ex- 
cept for one or more of the following uses: 
(1) One-family dwellings. 
(2) Public parks and playgrounds. 


(3 Public schools, elementary and_ high, 
and other educational institutions with 
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curriculum equivalent to a _ public 
elementary school or public high 
school. 


(4) Golf courses, except miniature courses, 
operated for commercial purposes. 


(5) Nurseries and truck gardening, but 
not the raising of poultry, pets or 
livestock for strictly commercial pur- 
poses or on a scale that would be ob- 
jectionable because of noise or odor 
to surrounding residences. 


(6) Accessory buildings, including one 
private garage or private stable when 
located not less than sixty (60) feet 
from the front lot line, or a private 
garage constructed as a part of the 
main building or connected thereto by 
a covered breezeway. All such garages 
or subordinate’ structures shall be 
erected and maintained only as acces- 
sories to the dwelling situated on the 


same lot or grounds, and shall not — 


involve the conduct of a business. 


(7) Temporary buildings for uses inci- 
dental to construction work, which 
buildings shall be removed upon the 
completion or abandonment of the 
construction work. 


(8) Home occupations, AS DEFINED 
HEREIN, and accessory buildings and 
uses customarily incident to the above 
uses including a private garage. Any 
accessory building that is not a part 
of the main structure shall be located 
not less than sixty (60) feet from the 
front lot line, 


(9) Bulletin boards and signs, provided, 
however, that no bulletin board nor 
sign exceeding ten (10) square feet 
in area appertaining to the lease, hire, 
or sale of a building or premises nor 
advertising sign of any other charac- 
ter shall be permitted in any ‘‘A-A”’ 
and “‘A” One-family Districts. 


In any “A-A” and “A” One-family Dis- 
tricts, no show, meeting, entertainment, 
exhibition, or religious service of any kind, 
shall be held under canvas or in the open 
air unless there is first filed with the 
Building Commissioner the written con- 
sent of the owners of sixty (60) per cent 
of all residential property within a radius 
of four hundred feet from the place of 
such meeting. 


SECTION 5 
Use Regulations 
“C” Two-Family District 


In the “C’” Two-family District no 
building or land shall be used and no 
building shall be hereafter erected, con- 
verted or structurally altered, unless other- 
wise provided in this ordinance, except 
for one or more of the following uses: 


(1) Any use permitted in the “B” Resi- 
dence District. 
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(2) Two-family dwellings. 


(3) Institutions of the usual educational 
or religious nature. 


(4) THE OFFICE OF A _ PHYSICIAN, 
OSTEOPATH, CHIROPRACTOR, 
CHIROPODIST, OPTOMETRIST, 
DENTIST. 


(5) Accessory buildings, including one 
private garage or private stable when 
located not less than sixty (60) feet 
from the front lot line, or a private 
garage constructed as part of the 
main building or connected thereto 
by a covered breezeway. All such 
garages or subordinate structures shall 
be erected and maintained only as 
accessories to the dwelling situated on 
the same lot or grounds, and shall not 
involve the conduct of a business. 


In any “C” Two-family District, no 
show, meeting, entertainment, exhibition, 
or religious service of any kind, shall be 
held under canvas or in the open air un- 
less there is first filed with the Building 
Commissioner the written consent of the 
owners of sixty (60) per cent of all resi- 
dential property within a radius of four 
hundred (400) feet from the place of such 
meeting. 


SECTION 6-B 
USE REGULATIONS 
“E-1” DRIVE-IN SHOP DISTRICT 


IN THE “E-1” DRIVE-IN SHOP DIS- 
TRICT NO BUILDING OR LAND SHALL 
BE USED AND NO BUILDING SHALL 
BE HEREAFTER ERECTED, CONVERT- 
ED, OR STRUCTURALLY ALTERED, 
UNLESS OTHERWISE PROVIDED IN 
THIS ORDINANCE, EXCEPT FOR ONE

PARKING REGULATIONS: WHEN- 
EVER A STRUCTURE. IS ERECTED, 
CONVERTED OR STRUCTURALLY AL- 
TERED FOR MULTIPLE -DWELLING 
PURPOSES, THERE SHALL BE PRO- 
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VIDED ACCESSIBLE PARKING SPACE 
ON THE LOT, EITHER GARAGE OR 
SURFACED AREA, ADEQUATE TO 
ACCOMMODATE ONE (1) CAR FOR 
EACH DWELLING UNIT PROVIDED IN 
THE STRUCTURE. 


WHENEVER <A _ STRUCTURE IS

SECTION 11 
Non-Conforming Uses 


The use of land UNOCCUPIED BY 
BUILDINGS OTHER THAN adver- 
tising signs and bulletin boards which 
DOES not conform to the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be discontinued with- 
in one year from the date of the approval 
of this ordinance, and the use of land 
UNOCCUPIED BY BUILDINGS OTHER 
THAN ADVERTISING signs and bulletin 
boards which become non-conforming by 
reason of a subsequent change in this ordi- 
nance shall also be discontinued within 
one year from the date of the change. The 
lawful use of a building existing at the 
time of the effective date of this ordinance 
may be continued although such use does 
not conform to the provisions hereof. If 
no structural alterations are made, a non- 
conforming use of building may be changed 
to another non-conforming use of the same 
or of a more restricted classification. 
Whenever a non-conforming use has been 
changed to a more restricted use or to 
a conforming use, such use shall not 


thereafter be changed to a less restricted 


use. 


Whenever the use of a building becomes 
non-conforming through a change in the 
zoning ordinance or district boundaries, 
such use may be continued and if no struc- 
tural alterations are made, it may be 
changed to another non-conforming use of 
the same or of a more restricted classifica- 
tion. 


In the event that a non-conforming use 
of any building is discontinued for a period 
of two (2) years the use of the same shall 
thereafter conform to the use permitted in 
the district in which it is located. 


No existing building devoted to a use 
not permitted by this ordinance in the 
district in which such building is locatea, 
except when required to do so by law or 
order, shall be enlarged, extended, re- 
constructed or structurally altered unless 
such use is changed to a use permitted in 
OF iin in which such building is lo- 
cated. 
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When a building, the use of which does 
not conform to the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, is damaged by fire, explosion, Act 


of God, or the public enemy, to the extent 


of more than sixty (60) per cent of its 
assessed value, it shall not be restored 
except in conformity with the district regu- 
lations of the district in which the building 
is situated. When a building, the use of 
which does not conform to the provisions 
of this ordinance, is damaged by fire, ex- 
plosion, Act of God, or the public enemy, 
to the extent of less than sixty (60) per 
cent of its assessed value, it may only be 
restored upon the issuance of a permit by 
the Board of Appeals. The City Council 
of the City of Lansing may, by special 
permit after public hearing and if parking 
is provided in accord with the parking 
regulations set forth in this ordinance, 
authorize the location of any of the follow- 
ing buildings or uses in any district from 
which they are prohibited by this ordi- 
nance. 


1. Any public building erected and used 
by any department of the City, Town- 
ship, County, State or Federal govern- 
ment. 


2. Hospitals, clinics and institutions; pro- 
vided, however, that such buildings occu- 
py not over twenty-five per cent (25%) 
of the total area of the lot’and will 
hot have any serious depreciating effect 
upon the value of the surrounding prop- 
erty and provided further, that the 
buildings shall be set back from al] 
yard lines a distance of not less than 
two (2) feet for each foot of building 
height.

Before issuance of any special permit 
for any of the above buildings or uses, 
the City Council shall refer the proposed 
application to the City Planning Commis- 
sion, which Commission shall be given 
forty-five (45) days in which to make a 
report regarding the effect of such pro- 
posed building or use upon the character 
‘of the neighborhood, traffic conditions, 
public utility facilities and other matters 
pertaining to the general welfare. No ac- 
‘tion shall be taken upon any application 
for a proposed building or use above re- 
ferred to until and unless the report of the 
Planning Commission has been filed; pro- 
vided, however, that if no report is re- 
ceived from the Planning Commission 
within forty-five (45) days, it shall be 
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assumed that approval of the application 
has been given by the said Commission.

SECTION 26 
Changes and Amendments 


The City Council of the City of Lansing 
may, from time to time, on its own mo- 
tion or on petition, after a public hearing 
of which at least fifteen (15) days notice 
has been given in an official newspaper, 
amend, supplement or change, modify or 
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repeal the boundaries or regulations here- 
in or subsequently established, after sub- 
mitting same to the City Planning Com- 
mission for its recommendations and report. 


‘In addition to said newspaper notice the 


Building Inspector shall, upon notification 
by the City Clerk, place upon the involved 
premises in a prominent position a printed 
sign bearing the words “rezoning pending’”’ 
a re Sa ara of, classification to 
ee ae ae naw----a------.. Classification and 
the date of hearing in large letters, which 
sign shall be posted fifteen (15) days be- 
fore the date of hearing, said sign to be at 
least 18 x 24 inches in size. In case, how- 
ever, that the City Planning Commission 
disapproves the change, or a protest against 
such changes duly signed and acknowledged 
by the owners of twenty (20) per cent 
or more of the frontage proposed to be 
altered, or by the owners of twenty (20) 
per cent or more of the frontage immedi- 
ately in the rear thereof, or by the owners 
of twenty (20) per cent of the frontage 
directly opposite the frontage proposed to 
be altered or by the owners of twenty (20) 
per cent of the frontage within three 
hundred (300) feet and on the same side 
of the street as the frontage proposed to 
be altered, such amendment shall not be 
passed except by the three-fourths vote of 
all members of the City Council, PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, UPON UNANI- 
MOUS APPROVAL OF THE MEMBERS 
OF THE CITY PLANNING COMMISSION 
PRESENT AND VOTING UPON SUCH 
AMENDMENT, AND APPROVAL OF A 
MAJORITY VOTE OF THE CITY COUN- 
CIL, SUCH AMENDMENT SHALL BE 
ADOPTED.
